Democratic Picnic Tickets Given to Men 
Who Must Not Return Them. 
Central Station detectives all received per- 
eonal letters last nicht which will cost them 
orsome of their friends thé sum of $1.50. 
Enclosed in each envelope were three tickets 
to the City-Hall employés’ picnic, the occa- 
sion of the big Democratic jubilation at Co- 
lumbia Park next Saturday. There were 300 
of these tickets distributed to Central Station 
officers and they understand it will not be 
well for them to return the tickets. Money 
is needed for the Democratic Campaign fund 
and the men who direct the financial affairs 
for the Democracy of the city expect to reap 
a golden harvest. The first order for tickets 
given the printer was for 5,000. This supply 
is almost exhausted. The tickets were dis. 
tributed by Assistant City Engineer Hartigan, 
the head of each department of the city gov- 
ernmert being given a large supply.

TANNER CALLS ON THE COMMITTEE. 


Tuesday’s Meeting Likely to Produce

Chairman Tanner of the Republican State 
committee changed his plans yesterday and 
instead of issuing a call for the Executive 
committee directed every member of the 
State committee to be on hand Tuesday.

REPORTS ON THE CITY CANVASS. 


What Democratie Employes Are Doing at 
the Taxpayers’ Expense. 

Reports are being received at the Demo- 
cratic county headquarters as to the progress 
being made by the City Hall employés who 
are canvassing the city in the interest of the 
Democratic party at the expense of the tax- 
payers.

OIVIO FEDERATION'S INSPEOTION 
COMMITTEE GETS TO WORK. 


Divides the City Into Three Districts and 
Will Appoint One Investigator for Each 
Division to Leok Into Complaints and 
Work in Conjunction with the City 
Officials—Citizens to Be Shown How to 
Help—Better Sanitary Conditions—Iron 
Garbage Boxes and New Sweeping Plans. 


The Sanitary Inspection committee repre- 
senting the Civic Federation held a meeting 
yesterday at the Palmer House for the pur- 
pose of appointing the three sanitary inspect- 
ors who will soon enter on a crusade against 
those who are responsible for the dirty condi- 
tion of the streets and alleys. The inspectors 
will be paid by the Federation and will en- 
dea vor to work in harmony with the officials 
paid by the city. It was understood that at 
least one woman would be appointed, and 
Secretary R. M. Easly found his desk covered 
yesterday with letters from women. The 
applications were so numerous that the com- 
mittee took another day to make a selection 
and devoted the greater part of the time at 
the meeting to laying out the work and dis- 
cussing the best methods of temporary relief. 

It is understood that Mra. A. E:immagene 
Paul will be the only woman inspector ap- 
pointed. Her charge will be that portion of 
the city north of the river extending north 
and west to the city limits. She will be pro- 
vided with a horse by the Federation and will 


ing the streets’ and taking care of waste pa- 
per was also discussed. 
To Reform Street Sweeping. 


The system of paying for the work of street 
sweeping by the mile was condemned. The 
contractors are said to slight the work by 
sweeping the dirt from the center of the street 
to the gutter by the curb, which is seldom 
properly cleaned. This, it is thought, can be 
remedied by the inspectors if their work is 
properly done. The waste paper with which 
the down-town streets are generally littered 
is considercd one of the worst eye-sores in 
the city. It can be best overcome, the com- 
mittee decided, by putting up waste paper 
boxes on every lamppost and then educating 
the people to the use of them by arresting a 
few offenders if necessary. 
that the paper could be thus collected and 
afterward burned by usinga portable furnace,

GOV. MATTHEWS MORTGAGES HIS 
PARM FOR THE MONEY. 


Says He Promised the Men They Should 
Not Suffer and When the Officials 
Raise Technical Objections to Assum- 
ing the Obligation He Carries Out His 


Plan=Has No Fear He Will Lose but 
if Populists Win as They Anticipate

Supt. Schofield of the Street and Alley 
Cleaning Department was consulted by the 
committee and asked to apportion the wards 
of the city in such a manner that the work 
would be divided as equally as possible be- 
tween the three inspectors. At his sugges- 
tion the three divisions will be known as the 
north, central, and south divisions. The 
central division will embrace the wards south 
of the river to Thirty-first street and the south 
will extend from Thirty-first street to 
the limits. The north and south boundary 
lines of the central division will follow the 
wardlines from the lake to the west city 
limits. 

What Inspectors Must Do. 

Much care will be taken in the selection of 
inspectors. They will be expected to watch 
the city inspectors and report all negligence 
of contractors. They will also make com- 
plaint to the Health Department of any im- 
proper sanitary conditions. Citizens who do 
not take care of their premises will come in 
for their share of the general shaking up. 
They will be forced by prosecution if neces- 
sary to provide such arrangements as are 
essential. An impartial inspection of the 
streets and alleys by the committees ap- 
pointed by the Civic Federation has developed 
the fact in many parts of the city the people 
are more to blame for the conditions than the 
city officials. Such cases will receive atten- 
tion from the new inspectors. 

It was decided yesterday to issue a large 
amount of printed matter for the instruction 
of the people on the la vs governing the care 
of garbage, waste paper, and ashes. The resi- 
dents of each ward will be given a card of in- 
struction containing the name and address of 
the city contractor and ward inspector. A 
copy of the contract signed by the contractor 
will be furnished. The duties of the contrac. 
tor and inspector will be outlined. In this 
manner every taxpayer will know who is to 
blame for bad service. 

It was also decided to establish a down-town 
office of the Civic Federation where com- 
plaints can be made. 

Will Investigate All Complaints. 


Whena complaint is received it will be 
turned over to the inspector in whose district 
it belongs. It will be immediately investi- 
gated and if found worthy of attention will 
be reported to the city officials, Once in the 
hands of the Civic Federation a complaint 
will be sure of thorough investigation. The 
location of tte complaint office is yet to be 
determined. The present committee will re- 
ceive the complaints until a permanent 
‘complaint officer ”’ is selected. 

As soon as the new system of inspection is. 
in working order the committee will take up 
the work of establishing a better system of 
street and alley cleaning. Lyman J. Gage 
was present at the meeting. He says the 
whole plan now in operation is at fault. The 
wooden garbage box should go and be re- 
placed by sheet-iron receptacles as soon as 
possible. This change, he says, cannot be 
made in a day, but it should be the final aim 
of those who are now considering the solution 
of the garbage question. Itis admitted that 
the unsightly boxes now in use are the 
worst ever devised for the care 
of garbage. Even when emptied 
every day the boxes are a source of danger to 
health and it is impossible to prevent a bad 
odor and the collection of disease germs. The 
solution of this part of the problem, the com- 
mittee decided, was to burn the boxes and 
substitute tin or iron cans, which could be 
kept within the premises by the residents. 

Then the system of city garbage service 
should be so perfected that each wagon would 
hnve regular routes and regular hours for

SHARP MOVE BY A OLEVER MAN. 
Alleged 


Shellworker Works a New Deal 
on the Officials of the Law. 

Richard Dean, the police claim, is one 
of a gang of noted shellworkers, who, with 
his confederates, has been plying his vocation 
on the government pier during the summer, 
went before Judge Goggin with Attor- 
ney Charles Hardy yesterday and, secured. 
a writ of habeas corpus against Charles 
Monear, who, Dean made affidavit, was de- 
priving him of his liberty unlawfully. Mon- 
ear keeps a saloon at No. 72 Pacific avenue, 
and is surety on Dean’s bond for appearance 
for trial before Justice Bradwell at the Harri- 
son Street Police Court this morning on a 
charge of vagrancy. At 4 o’clock Monear 
had succeeded in finding Dean and brought 
him into court. Judge Goggin set the hear- 
ing for the habeas corpus for next Saturday 
morning, and Attorney Hardy signed 


Dean’s bond for appearance at that time. 


Dean then walked out of the court-room 
and Monear is now wondering where he is 
relative to the case this morning. At the 
Harrison Street Station the move is regarded.

JAMES JURD IS OUT OF A JOB 


Story of Two Militiamen=One Goes Back 
to Work=One Does Not. 

John Walsh and James Jurd are both mem- 

bers of A Troop, I. N. G., but Walsh has a 


secure position, while Jurd is out of a job. 


This comes from having different kinds of 
employers. Walsh is employed as a driver 
by F. E. Coyne, the restaurant man, while 
Jurd was the soda clerk at Charles F. Fos- 
kett’s drug store, No. 155 State street. Both 
men served for a month during the strike. 
Walsh received as a reward the commenda- 
tion of his employer and sufficient wages, 
added to his pay from the State, to make his 
income the same as usual during his absence 
from work. Jurd has not received his pay 
from the State yet, and when the militi was 
called in and he returned to his old stand he 
found another man in his place. He had to 
leave town to get another job. Charles F. 
Foskett, proprietor of the drug store, does 
not deny Jurd was discharged. The druggist 
said yesterday: Jurd worked for me a 
year. The call for militia came right at the 
time when the soda fountain business was at 
its height. I had no objection to Jurd serv- 
ing in the militia, but business necessities 
compelled me to fill his place.“ 


OIVIOS DISOUSS POLITIOAL PARTIES. 


C. J. Tisdel Says Spoils Is the Only Differ- 
once - Plaus of Action. 

Lesterday was political party day at the 
summer congress of civics, which is in ses- 
sion at Luke Bluff. An interesting paper on 
the Republican party was read by Clark J. 
Tisdel. He argued that the only real issue 
between the two parties today was that of 
spoils and offices. Francis R. Cole followed 
with a paper on the Democratic party. Mrs. 
Choriton Edholm of Chicago delivered an 
able address on the Prohibition party in the 
evening. Today will be set aside as educa- 
tion and teachers’ day. The speakers will be 
Prof. Bartholf, E. McDowell, Alice H. 
Putnam, and Mrs. beth Boynton Har- 
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him. While the Governor has little to fear 
he will not lose anything in the end by his 
self sacrifice there is a bare possibility his 
disinterestedness will cost him the amount of 
the loan. If the farmer and Populist ele- 
ment should show up as strong in fall elec- 
tions as they claim, they will have the con- 
trolling vote in the Legislature and then will 
result a serious fight over the question of al- 
lowing the Governor’s bill. 

Gov. Matthews was not lacking in support 
here when he first took the stand that resulted 
today in going down in His own pocket for 
nearly $41,000. While there was nothing in 
the debt of the State to the militia which 
made it binding on the Governor, he prom- 
ised the soldiers every man should be paid, 
even if it took his private property to do it, 
and was simply making good his word. A 
basketful of letters from members of the 
militia over the State had been received 
wherein the men offered to cancel their claims 
rather than see the Governor put to the neces- 
sity of drawing on his private account, but he 
refused to take advantage of any such gener- 
ous feeling. 


Felt He Had to Act at Once, 


Gov. Matthews was much disappointed at 
the technical objections of the State officials 
to assuming the obligation without legisla- 
tive sanction. When that resource failed he 
felt that in order to uphold the name of the 
State of Indiana for its stand in favor of law 
and order his duty was plain. Said he: “I 
do not believe the State of Indiana will be so 
niggardly as to rebuke the action I have 
taken. If it should, then I can stand it. 1 
have determined to pay the militia if it takes 
all my property. Indiana old soldiers from 
Michigan State line to the Ohio indorsed the 
Governor in calling out the militia.

HELP FROM THE COUNTY. 


Officials Find the Poverty Worse 
than Reported. 


EFFECT ON THE STRIKE. 


Leader Refuses to Call It Off in Spite 
of the Distress.

OVER. 1,000 FAMILIES IN NEED. 


The work of relief is on in earnest at Pull- 
man, and judging from the way response was 
made yesterday, even before the ink on the 
Governor’s proclamation was dry, it prom- 
ises good results Hope came to the hosts of 
the hungry and destitute who are the victims 
of the recent strike. Before Gov, Altgeld’s 
suggestion to the Board of. County Commis. 
sioners was received by that body yesterday 
President Struckman, Commissioner Kunst- 
man, Controller Healy, and County Agent 
Charles Happel went to Pullman. They 
made a thorough investigation, and upon 
their return declared the sitnation there was 
even worse than they had expected to find it, 
and much worse than the newspapers had 
pictured it. 

Two deaths were reported while we were 
there, said County Agent Happel last night. 
One of them was from consumption, while 
the other was from an illness which I believe 
resulted fatally because the victim had not 
and could not procure proper nourishment.” — 

The officials were conducted all through 
Poverty row and the poorer places where the 
worst cases of destitution are. They made 
close investigation, finding many families 
with nothing in their lurders save stale 
bread left over from what they had 
secured the day before. County Agent 
Happel estimated the entire number of dusti- 
tute families at between 1,000 and 1,200. 
As a result of the visit of the representatives 
of the county the County Agent was ordered 
at once to send to the Relief committee 1,000 


| sacks of flour and 4,000 pounds of rice. 


County Hampered in Its Work. 

This order,“ said Mr. Happell, will be 
attended to at once, but after that we will be 
able to furnish no relief to the general 
mass of the destitute. The law does 
not allow us to provide for any 
families except those the heads of which are 
unadle to work through disability. Cook 
County had a relief fund this year of 8100, 
000, the largest appropriation ever made, 
The winter was a severe one, and we have 
only $80,664 to provide for those who come 
within the scope of the law between now and 
Jan. 1. Of course we will ¢are for the dead 
at Puliman as we have been doing for 
some time. It may be some means 
may be suggested, by which we may be able 
todo something more for Pullman. Less 
than half a dozen cases were found that can 
leyaliy be cared for by us, as all the men who 
are out are strong and able to work.“ 

During the visit some of the representatives 
of the County Board suggested to Mr. Heath. 
cote, the strike leader, that if the strike were 
declared off things would be better, both in 
the way of securing public sympathy and as- 
sistance, as well as increasing the chances 
for getting work for the men who are still 
out. Some of the prominent strikers seemed 
to fall in with this suggestion, but Mr. Heath- 
cote would not hear of it, and he has a greater 
influence over the men than any one else, 
He had hope for his causq because he said the 
company was not doing well with its new 
men, and briefly stated to President Struck. 
man that his reason for not call. 
ing off the strike was that other 
labor organizations in the country 
would cease offering relief, and that he be- 
lieved the Pullman company could not long 
hold out with its many inexperienced men, 
It is said other strike leaders, some of whom 
are prominently connected with the relief 
movement, had announced their intention of 
going back to work, but how this determina. 
tion will be affected by the new rush of con- 
tributions and supplies remains to be seen. 

County Agent Happel said that in his opin- 
jon a calling off of the strike would be the 
sensible and best way to do away with the 
present sad condition of affairs in Pullman. 

Poverty Worse than Reported. * 

President Struckman of the County Board 


appeared at his office early yesterday morn- 


ing and requested Commissioner Kunstmaa 
of the Finance committee, Commissioner 
Allen of the Hospital committee, and County 
Agent Happel to accompany him to Pullman, 
They reached there shortly before noon and 
began an investigation of the south end of the 
After their return to the city 
President Struckman told what he had seen, 
saying substantially: 

When the Governor issued a special request 
to do something for the Pullman sufferers 
on the grounds that abject poverty and mis- 
ery existed there I decided to act on behalf of 
Cook County at once. Commissioners Allen, 
Kunstmap, and myself, together with the 
County Agent, went there, and we were as- 
tounded at the result. The situation is even 
worse than reported by the Governor. Pov- 
erty doesn’t begin to express the actual con- 
dition. If it were not for the superior intelli- 
gence of the working clases in Pullman 
squalor and disease wonld be added to dest? 
tution. We visited the south end of 
the town, where rows of the ‘model 
tenements’ are supposed to stand. 
Officially we desire to take no notice of the 
strike or the misery it has caused. We are. 
confronted with the fact that famine and mis- 
ery exist in our midst, and aside from legal 
obligations hunmanity appeals to all of us, 
officials or citizens, to do our best to alleviate 
the suffermg. Many of the men and women, 
the majority of them being able-bodied, claim 
they can neither get work nor get away from 
the place. There were two deaths today, and

The Salvation Army has undertaken to act 
as a disbursing agent for the people here in 
the city who wish to donate something for the 
relief of the suffering people at Pullman. 
The army has opened a receiving station at its 
headquarters, No. 558 West Madison street. 
All food and clothing received will be con- 
veyed to Pullman by wagon and 
judiciously distributed under the direction 
of the King’s Daughters of Kensington ana 
Lieut. Martins of the Salvation Army, who 
will have charge of the relief work. Staff 
Captain Winchell made a personal investiga- 
tion of the condition of the strikers at Puil- 
man, Kensington, and Roseland yesterday 
and last night a well attended meeting was 
held atthe Prinéess Rink, where Capt. Win- 
chell and Otto Klein, a member of 
the Pullman relief committee, spoke. 
The latter graphicaily described 
the condition of the families who have been 
without any income for over three mnths. 
„For the last fourteen days, said Mr. Klein, 
the striking Pullman employés have been 
almost destitute of food and clothing. The 
people who were in good health had scarcely 
enough to keep them from starving, and the 
sick actually died for the want of proper 
nourishment. As one of the investigating 
committee I visited the poorer quarters 
‘daily and found many frightful cascs of des. 
titution. In F. McDonald’s home 1 found 
one of the three little children lymg‘dead, 
another dying, and a third ill, while the 
mother prayed over the body of her child for 
relief. 
trying to get some assistance from the Relief 
committee, but little could be had, because 
there was little to give. We could not. at 
times,raise enough money to bury the dead, and 
the appropriation which was allowed us by 
the County Agent was cut off. Women are 
walking the streete daily without shoes, and 
children have scarcely enough to clothe them. 

‘he situation is growing worse daily, and it 
wiil take a vast amount of clothing and pro- 
visions to keep the people from starving and 
from nakedness.” 

Capt. Winchell detailed his oxperience in 
Pullman, Kensington, and Roseland. He 
said: 1 found that exteriors of apparent 
comfort often hid cases of destitution 
and almost starvation’ A great many of the 

»ople had never been in such a condition be- 
— and are too proud to ask relief. There 
are many such cases of hidden suffering which 
the Salvation Army will endeavor to reach by 
a canvass.” During an interview Capt. 
Winchell said: It will be my pian to dis- 
patch clothing and food by wagons to Pull- 
man, Roseland, and Kensington daily, 
where they will be distributed under 
the personal direction of Lieut. Martins. I 
believe a great many unworthy people are 
being fed by the indiscriminate giving away 
of provisions. When I was out today a man

EX-JUDGE OOOLEY DENOUNCES HIS 
-ORITIOISM OF MR CLEVELAND. 


Governor of Illinois Wrong in His Notice 
to the President to Keep United States 


Troops Out of chicago Members of the 
American Bar Association at Saratoga 
Given Also the Michigan Jurist’s 
Views of Recent Boycott and of Arbitra- 
tionCoxey’s Fiasco Touched Upon. 
Saratoca, N. V., Aug. 22.—Gov. Altgeld 
of Illinois as a revolutionist, as shown by his 
attitude toward Federal authority during the 
recent railway strike, and some luminons 
reasoning on the Coxey fiasco, were the chief 
points touched upon in the annual address 
to the American Bar Association to- 
day by its President, ex-Judge Thomas 
M. Cooley of Ann Arbor, Mich. The 
association began its seventeenth annual 
meeting here this morning. The Pres- 
ident being absent by reason of illness his ad- 
dress was read by the Acting- President, Judge 
Samuel F. Hunt of Cincinnati. It was 
lengthy and communicated the most note- 
worthy changes in statutory law on points of 
general interest which have been made in the 
Several States and by Congress during the 
preceding year. The most notable paragraph 
in the address follows: 


The year which has elapsed since the last meet- 
ing of the association is in some very striking 
particulars one of the most notable in the his- 
tory of the country, and I think I cannot more 
usefully oecupy your time on this occasion than 
by calling attention to these and inviting your 
patient and thoughtful consideration of some of 
the phases of social and public life which in a 
constitutional point of view appear to merit 
notice at our hands. They havea bearing upon 
the vital 8 of our political institutions, 
and seem to indicate a necessity for reviewing 
the work of those whom we have n accus- 
tomed to’ atimire and respect asthe founders of 
liberty in thie Western world, and for considering 
and judging for ourselves whether the structure 
they created and which has hitherto been the ad- 
miration of the world is worthy of the praise it 
has received. 


Coxey’s Petitions in Boots. 


I shall first refer briefly to that extraordinary 
spectacle witnessed early in the year of consid- 
erable bodies of men collected in various sections 
of the country under the leadership of persons 
who assumed military titles, and who proposed 
to march on 4 and make demand in 
the name of the people for legislation in the sup- 
posed interest of those among us who were out 
of employment. They called themselves. or were 
called by their leaders or sympathizers, by names 
supposed to indicate that they were of the work- 
ing classes, but temporarily idle without their 
own fault, and they propored in an impressive 
manner to remind the Federal Government of a 
duty resting upon it to sée that every deserving 
— was furnished the means of earning a live- 
ino . : 

The thought actuating the movement, if we 
may judge from such means as were furnished us 
for understanding it, was that the country of 


their birth, or which they had selected to live 


in, owed them the duty to see that the means of 
support were provided them, and that the gov- 
ernment must 8 this duty. No attention 
seems to have been taken by them of the appor- 
tionment of powers between the States and the 
General Government; the States were passed 
unnoticed, though to one familiar with our in; 
stitutions it was plain enough that the duty in- 
sisted upon, if it existed at all, must rest upon 
the States, and the armies marched directly 
ape the national capital to demand the action 
of the General Government. The National Leg- 
islature must provide these idle men with the 
means of obtaining a living. The march and the 
demand present a new phase in our national life, 
and, though supremely absurd, they daserve 
more than a passing thought, 

Such personai appearance might be permitted 
on special occasions, but it is not a matter of 
right and cannot well be. The Constitution con- 
templates no visit of the citizen to inform the 
two Houses by word of mouth or otherwise of his 
opinion or desires; be has au indefoasible right 
to do this by representatives; any other method 
would not only be without value, but might even 

employed in legislative halls for the most 
mischievous and obstructive puposes. Their 
claim in this particuiar was as baseless as all the 
others. 

These vagrant brands marched across the coun- 
try to the great detriment of its industrial life. 


While they pretended to represent the doctrine’ 


that the government were under obligations to 
rovide for its people the means whereby a com- 
ortable living might be had. they found sym- 
pathizers among those temporarly out of em- 
ployment and also among other well-meaning 
people who had of the true functions of govern- 
ment only vague and unsettled notions. They 
caused unrest every where and as they represented 
notions which are antagonistic to the existing 
social and political state, they were everywhere 
a public danger. 


Takes Up Sympathetic Beycott. 


During the summer just past the country has 
witnessed a great and disastrous boycott and 
strike of railroad workmen. The cause was not 
any controversy over tneir own wages, or about 
their treatment by their employers; it was a 
sympathetic movement, so-called, and the rea- 
son, 1 was that laborers for a corpora- 
tion with which some of the railroad compa- 
nies had important dealings had gone upon a 
strike rather than accept the: wages offered 
them; it began with a boycott against railroad 
companies who made use of the cars of the 
corporation aimed at and.who did not discon- 
tinue the use, this being followed by a general 
strike, the avowed purpose of which was, by 
blocki the wheels of traffic. to coérce the 
railroad companies into taking such action as 
would compel the corporation complained of to 
submit to arbitration the charges of oppression 
its employés brought against it. The strike was 
professedly aceful, and the thought in the 
minds of the leaders appeared to be that by the 
men leaving the railroad service and enforcing a 
boycott against such of the railroad companies 
as continued to have dealings with the offendi 
corporation and against tho useof its cars, a 
the companies would be so completely crippled 
that they could no longer run their trains, and 
sant of necessity accept the terms dictated to 
them, 

One question fairly arising upon the cireum- 
stances of this strike and which, so far as I know, 
has hitherto received but slight attention, I think 
I may properly call to your notice here. It con- 
cerns the rights, legal and equitable, of those 
who were to be affected by the strike, should one 
be declared, and raises the question whether, un- 
der the principles — to prevail wherever 
free government exists, the strike as against 
them could be fully justified without care- 
ful consideration of its probable effect upon 
their interests being first had, and if practicabls 
an opportunity given them to urge reasons from 
their own standpoint against its being entered 
r The parties who were to be injuriously 
alfected were, first, the railroad companies, who, 
if they were allowed to be heard through their 
general managers or any authorized committee 
on the question whether it would be just or rea- 
sonable to declare a strike against them for what 
was not their own fault, might possibly have con- 
vinced the members of the order which was then 
considering the question that the objections to it 
from the standpoint of theiremployers were alto- 

ether reasonable; second, the Government of the 

nited States whose transportation of the mails 
and control over inter-State commeree were to be 
very seriously interfered with, and rhaps the 
service of Federal process obstructed ; and third, 
the people of the United States, whose legal 
right to be transported and have their property 
carried by rail was to be in part and perhaps 
wholly taken away while the strike continued at 
a cost to them which in all probability must in 
the end be counted by millions. 


No Self-Defense Here. 


& 

Here were three parties, all innocent as regards 
the grievance which was in question, who, if ac 
tion was to be taken after the manner deemed 
necessary to prevent injustice in governmental) 
proc ings, would seem to have had a strong, 
equitable, and, indeed, an indefeaxible right to 
bave the effect themselves first considered. Now, 
J understand very well in the case of the ordi- 
nary strike or boycott entered upon for the pur- 
pore of redressing an existing wrong or to pre- 
vent one which is threatened, the case is to a 
considerable extent different. Such a case par- 
takes of the nature of self-defense, and inci- 
dental injury to third parties, if it is unavoid- 
able, is excused on that ground. But there was 
nothing of the nature of self-defense here. It 
was a third party who was supposed to have been 
wronged in this instance. | 

In our notice of this great internal commotion 
some attention is due to a question of con- 
stitutional law which was raised by some of the 
Governors of States. When inter-State com- 
merce was interrupted, the transmission of the 
mails seriously impeded, and the service of 
process issued by the Federal courts rendered 
difficult or impossible, President Cleveland sent 
to Chicago, the point of greatert disturbance and 
disorder, a considerable military foree to aid the 
civil officers and to protect the carriers of the 
mails and the persons and yehicles employed in 
inter-State transportation while they continued, 
or made efforts to continue, in the performance 
of the customary service. This at once brought 
gut a protest from the Governor of IIlinois. who 
insisted that the President was encroaching upon 
the rights of the State. The foundation for the pro- 
test is understood to have been that the duty to 
maintain public order and enforce the laws was 
a State duty which Lilinois was quite able and 
willing to perform, and the Federal Executive 
had no right to act in case of domestic disorder 
until demand was made upon him by the State 
Legislature or State Executive. Governors of

Altrei Position Not Piausible. 

The Governor wie, original in Se doctrines ve 

resented for ou miration accep 
tals ened. We all ‘remember that the right of a 
State to nullify an act of Congress was once 
claimed, and the right of a State to with- 
draw from the 
many supporters. We all know that from the 
very first there have been political 2 led by 
able and patriotic statesmen who have insisted 
upon a strict construction of grants of national 
authority and of the powers to_be exercised un- 
der them. But in this case nullification was not 


suggested, Secession was not thought of. The 
grant to Congress of the 


power to provide for the 
transportation of the mails and to regulate inter- 
State commerce was not questioned in the 
least, Congress had exercised these powers, and 
it was hot claimed that in 2 
rantably expanded them or in any way en- 
croached upon State rights. Congress had also 
provided for United States courts in Lllinois, 
which courts were then in session. and it was not 
pretended that in issuing the customary process 
they could be lawfully interfered with or the 
process denied service, We see, then, there were 
national duties to be performed in Illinois, na- 
tional officers, agents, and courts, to Whom in 
part the performance was intrusted, and disor- 
derly parties were interfering and rendering per- 
formance difficult, oftentimes impossible. But 
the position of the Governor was that the main- 
tenance of peace and the repression of disorder 
was a State duty and the President was guilty of 
usurpation when he thus without request moved 
troops into the State for the purpose, 
We cannot admit that the position taken is 
even plausibie. It has no warrant whatever in 
the Federal Constitution, which, on the contrary, 
is distinctly against it. The President is to take 
care that the Federal laws be faithfully executed, 
and his doing so is not made to depend upon the 
will or consent of any one State. The duty is 
specially and in the plainest terms imposed upon 
him, and in the performance of it he is sub- 
ordinate to no State authority. Yet if the views 
of the Governor were accepted as sound, the 
mails might be stopped at Chieago, inter-State 
commerce broken up, and the process of United 
States courts refused service, unless the Gov- 
ernor, when disorder was dominant, saw fit to 
suppress it or call upon the President to do so. 
If the protest was yielded to it was a con- 
cession that the Governor and not the Presi- 
dent was to take care that the laws of the 
United States were faithfully executed in his 
State, and if he failed todo soa mob might at 
pleasure defy them, It seems needless to dis- 
cuss this protest; the action taken by the two 
Houses of Congress in approving in emphatic 
terms what had been done by the President was 
equivalent to an expression of their opinion that 
the protest of the Governor was not only unwar-

It is fortunate that it is so, 
or such a protest from the executive of a great 
State must necessarily tend at any time to still 
further excite the passions of those who in a mad 
way are defying the lawful authorities, 
Arbitration, as the word bas come to us, is un- 
derstood to mean the voluntary submission by 
the parties to a controversy of the matters on 
which they differ to the decision of one or more 
impartial persons whose award thereon shall 
nal. he most notable characteristic is that 
the initiation of the pr@ceedings is voluntary ; 
such, at least, has been the understanding hith- 
erto. No employer can be compelled to con- 
tinue his business when for alleged want of cap- 
italorof profits or for any other reason he re- 
fuses to do sv, and laborers cannot be led by the 
Sheriff to their daily task when they refuse to 
obey the arbitrator's award that it is their duty 
to continue at their work. The award may in a 
sense be binding on the one or the other; but 
when itisthe party obtaining it must in such 
cases content himaalt with an action for damages. 


Application of Arbitration. 


What would have been the positidn of the late 
controversy if at the time it arose there had been 
a national board of arbitration and a law of Con- 
gress to compel laborers and their employers to 
submit to arbitrate their disputes? And suppose 
we now undertake to apply such a law, and by 
dowg so end the strike which is understood in 
some quarters to be still in force? 

First. we are to boarin mind that the original 
coutroversy was between an IIlinois manufact- 
uring corporation and its laborers. The corpora- 
tien gave notice that the laborers must accept 
lower wages than were being paid, or the losses 
on the business would be such that the works 
must be closed. The laborers called for 
arbitration. and the corporation replied there 
was nothing to arbitrate. A strike followed. 
We shall dismiss this now: with the singie re- 
mark that as the contract which had existed in 
this case was for service to be perfcrmed locally, 
the controversy could not come under any na- 
tional law of arbitration, and the laborers, if 
wronged; must look to the State of Illinois for a 
remedy. 

But suppose a national law providing for com- 
puisory arbitration had then existed, and the 
strikers had demanded the intervention of the 
arbitration board, what must have been the re- 
sult? Obviously, after the board had looked 
into the case, it would have been compelled to 
say that under the law they could give no rem- 
ody. for it had no application whatever to the 
case. The strike was by railroad employés, and 
they and their employers were the only parties to 
it. But the cause of complaint which led to the 
strike was a controversy between other parties 
altogether; parties who stood indeed in hostile 
attitude to each other, but were not parties to 
this strike, and could not be brought in to take 
patt in the arbitration demanded. 


Personal Liberty Must Be Kespected, 


In what I have here said I have endaavored to 
point out in few words some of the obstacles in 
the way of making compulsory arbitration the 
effectual remedy in labor controversies which 
many seem to think it must in time become. 
The personal liberty of both the employer and 
the laborer is necessarily to be respected, and 
every man must be left to determine for him- 
self whether he will observe and perform such 
moral or sentimental obligations or recognize 
such claims as the Stat as never deemed it 
wise to convert into legal duties or legal rights. 
Upon these and kindred subjects a true leader 
may make the inherent difficulties so plain that 
destructive conflicts will become inexcusable 
and also uncommon. He canclearly show that 
boards of arbifration with their orders, and I 
may add also courts with their injunctions, if 
they heed the fundamental! laws of the land, can 
no more hold men to involuntary servitude for 
even a single hour then can overseers with their 
whips. But he can also point out that by con- 
tract when the service begins the 4.5 
dies provided by law can be greatly extended; 
that a sudden termination or damaging change 
of the relation by either party can be provided 
against, and that any other stipulation important 
for the security of rights or to guard against the 
consequences of misfortane may be made part of 
the terms of employment. 


Charles Claflin Allen on Injunctions, 


Charles Claflin Allen of St. Louis in his 
paper on Injunction and Organized Labor,“ 
after discussing at length the question of in- 
junctions, said: 

The principle npon which our national auton- 
omy was founded, that all meu are created equal 
and are entitled by inalienable right to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, seems to be 
limited by recent interpretation to all men who 
belong to labor organizations. Organized capital, 
in turn, by its violations of law, cultivates this 
class feeling. The efforts by large corporations 
to make use of injunction, with its punishment 
for contempt, tends to nullify the provisions 
of the bill of rights. The question at 
issue is deeper than any mere conflict of 
classes, The fundamental constitutional right 
of civil liberty is at stake, and every American is 
affected by any violation of that right. Upon the 
bench and bar, as the interpreters of the law, de- 
volves the serious responsibility of applying 
those constitutional privileges to the intricate 
warp and woop of social and political condi- 
tions. In the discharge of this solemn obligation 
it is for those who follow tbe noble profession of 
the law to determine whether violations of the 
criminal law shall be prevented and punished 
through criminal or civil process, and whether 
the court of equity shall be so used as shall tend 
to make its decree of injunction on the one hand 
an instrument of tyranny, or, on the other hand 
a mere brutum fulmen. |

WHEELS OF IND 
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OLOSE OF TARIFF LEGISLATION FELT 
IN NEW JERSEY. 


Business Prospects Encouraging in Most 
Lines - Pottery Works Still Insist There 
Must Be a Reduction of Wages to Ac- 
cord with Lower Duties- Pearl But- 
ton Manufacture in Active Opera- 
tion=Bertha Clayton of Chicago Leads 
in a Canoe Race. 

New Yor, Aug. 22.— [Special. — The close 
of the tariff fight has started the industrial 
wheels of New Jersey. Interested observers 
say that before the end of another month 
trade will be back nearly to where it wag in 
the early part of last year. In and around 
Newark, the manufacturing center of New 
York, the change from utter despondency to 
positive hopefulness has been made rapidly, 
and in most of the other towns there is a 
cheerful buoyancy begotten by faith in the 
business outlook. Inquiries at the mills and 
factories show the condition of things. At 
some places no actual improvements had 
taken place yet, but all had expectations, with 
the exception of a few of the pottery 
manufacturers, who insist that nothing 
but another big reduction in wages can keep 
the shop doors open. 
and other persons who are aware of any 
change in business circles report a surprising 
increase in all branches. During the busi- 
ness depression the leather industry has been 
almost at a standstill, but the greatest activity 
is now manifest in the many leather factories 
of Newark. The business of making pearl 
buttons has been fair for some weeks. At the 
Nassau works it was said business is brighten- 
ingup. They are getting orders and expect 
business will be lively this winter. The many 
tailors who are part of Newark’s population 
are busy. 

The business outlook in Jersey City is en- 
couraging. During the last week trade has 
begun to assume its former activity and busi- 
ness-men and manufacturers are looking for- 
ward to an unusual’y prosperous fall trade. 
Many storekeepers are laying in large stocks 
of fall goods. Several large factories, iron 
foundries, that have been running.on half. 
time since last year, will soon resume with 
their full equipment of help, as also will 
watch factories. While some establishments 
at Elizabeth, N. J., cannot see any signs of 
improvement, others make encouraging 
reports, The Singer sewing machine works, 
the mainstay of ths business community, at 
present employs over 2,900 hands, as against 
nearly 4,000 it good times, Supt. L. B. Mil- 
ler said there had been no improvement worth 
speaking off in the comnany’s business since 
Jan. 1 and sees no immediate prospects for 
betterment. The Worthmgton Pump com- 
pany takes dh encouraging view of the busi- 
ness situation and expects to see things pick 
up in the fall. The works are now furnishing 
employment to 410 men, but the firm expects 
that before next spring this number 
will be increased to about 550. 
Some other lines of manufacturing are 
rushed with business. At Perth Amboy the 
general aspect of business in the manufacture 
of clay textiles is somewhat improving. The 
many fire-brick and terra-cotta factories there 
are beginning to throw off the lethargy of the 
dull times and are regaining their normal 
condition. The Perth Amboy Terra-Cotta 
company has resumed operations and is work- 
ing nearly its full quota of men, and in some 
departments is employing new men. The (. 
Pardee terra-cotta works are running in full. 
The Raritan Hollow and Porous Brick com- 
pany reports business unusually brisk. Its 
employés are working un ght and day to turn 
out present orders. The Standard Terra-Cotta 
company is pushed with new orders. The 
Lehigh Valley railroad is shipping more coal 
than ever before. 

Generally speaking the business outlook in 
New Brunswick and adjacent county is very 
encouraging. New Brunswick is a factory. 
town and the condition of the country at 
large is reflected here. Of the factories near- 
ly all are running, but do not employ a full 
complement of hands. The outlook in the 
iron and silk industries in Paterson is encour- 
ing. Silk manufacturers say the recent 
strikes here did far more to injure their busi- 
ness than the tariff agitation. Fall orders 
that should „have been received two 
months ago are now coming in, While 
in the present year the depression 
has been the greatest experienced 
in the history of the silk industry, the spring 
of 95 promises to be one of the best.

TRIAL OF PNEUMATIC DYNAMITE GUNES. 


United States Ordnance Officers Not Merely 
| Satisfied but Amazed, <¢ 
New Yor«, Aug. 22.—In continuation of, 

the trial of the pneumatic dynamite guns the 

test today was for accuracy. Eight loaded 

ten-inch projectiles, each containing 200 

pounds of nitre-gelatine, were fired from the 

tifteen-inch gun and all struck the water ap- 
parently in the same spot. The gange was 

3,500 yards. Two seconds time fuses were 

used, ey acted perfectly, exploding every 

shell, United States ordnance officers and 
others who witnessed the exhibition were 
not merely satisfied but amazed. Ser- 
eral full charges of 500 pounds 
of gelatine shells were fired successfully. 

Nothing afloat or on shore could have resisted 

the impact of any of the shells fired, the 200 

pounds of explosive each carried being sufti- 

cient to annihilate anything that it came in 
contact with. Landed on, or under, or beside 

a warship the shells would have seduced the 

stoutest vessel afloat to a shattered mass.

Accurate ree 
ord will be kept of the time required to execute 
the two methods of assault—namely: that of ex- 
tended order formation and the echelon forma- 
tion, and the exact time troops use in passing 
over the same ground. After this movement is 
completed Capt. Dodd will drili his troop of cav- 
alry. The troops will then be formed iu column 
of companies, batteries, and troops on the south 
side of the field and march in column along the 
east side of the field and retire by the center of 
the north side of the field. 

Field Maneuvers for Monday. Aug. 27—The

There will be an engagement simulating a bat- 
tle Wednesday, Aug. 29, and an engagement sim- 
ulating a battle Saturday, Sept. 1, after which 
the field maneuvers will close by a review by the 
Major-General commanding. 

Great crowds were out to look at yester- 
day’s fight. The swarm of spectators wos 
almost as large as Saturday. 

Gen. Miles, with his line of battle in the 
usual position at the north of the field, opened 
hostilities by sending out Capt. Hare and 
Lieut. Varnum with two troops of the 
Seventh to smell around and see if the enemy 
was at home. Squads of the signal corps 
were here and there about the field and the 
flourishes of their red and white flags and the 
flashes of sunlight from their heliographs 
told that the enemy was coming. A battalion 
of jnfantry was pushed out to join the skir- 
mishers. Spread out in open order the men 
dropped in the grass and opened a rapid fire. 
But tney had to fail back—so had the squadron 
of the Seventh. They all came in fighting 


hard. 

All this while the main line had been 
stiffening itself for fight. The artillery was 
brought up ready for action, the cavalry on 
the left wing dismounted, the troopers 
flattened themselves on the grass, poked out 
their nasty little carbines, and waited for his 
enemyship to come within range. 

They got the firat crack at the foe and put 
in a iew pleasing volleys. Then the infantry 
battalion to their right opened up. There 
was noise enough and smoke enough to 
please the most bloodthjrsty. That enemy 
must have been suffering. 

“Cease firmg!’’ sang the bugles up and 
down the line. 

The din of musketry and of the guns 
ceased. The smoke lifted. The rear of the 
line was alive with aides and officers gullop- 
ing up and down yelling orders in confused 
chorus, More singing of bugles. 

Up jumped the cavalrymen on the left and 
at it they went on the run, — like fiends, 
their horses coming up in rear in dense 


advance guards and outposts and 
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comprised Maj. Morris’ squadron of the 
Third Cavalry, Maj. Bailey’s battalion of in- 
fantry, and one battery of Maj. Randolph’s 
artillery. The center consisted of two bat- 
teries of artillery and a battalion of infantry. 
The left was made up of a battalion of infan- 
try, one battery, and Maj. Lebo’s squadron of 
the Sixth Cavalry. Gen. Miles directed Col. 
Gordon to detach the small squadron of the 
Seventh Cavalry under Capt. Hare to advance 
tothe front and develop the enemy. The 
squadron went out, with K ‘Troop as the ad- 
vance and with B Troap under Lieut. Tomp- 
kins as the reserve. e advanee guard of 
the squadron struck the enemy and was 
driven into the skirmish line of K troop, 
which opened a_ rapid fire. The line was 
forced to fall back fighting. The reserve was 
called up, and, deploying, aided materially in 
checking the enemy’s rapid encroachment. 
In the meantime Gen. Miles had ordered a 
grand guard of infantry to the cavalry’s sup 
port. It reached the scene of action just in 
time to cover the retreat of the cavalry, which 
in front of heavy reinforcements of the 
enemy’s advance guard had been compelled 
at last to retreat rapidly. The Seventh’s 
small squadron retired to the rearof the 
center of the main line, where they took 
position to the left of a reserve battery 
of artillery. The main infantry guard which 
had been thrown out was forced to retreat 
and it assembled on the line of battle. The 
whole front of the three divisions was then 
fronting the enemy, which had been closely 
following the retreat of the cavalry and in- 
faatry. The cavalry was dismounted, the ar- 
tillery was run into battery, the infantry went 
to the grass, and the whole line opened fire,

The foe was met with shrapnel, shell, and 
ball. Suddenly a trumpet call came from the 
smoke cloud. It rang “ cease flring.“ Along 
the line the call was repeated by bugle and 
trumpet. 4 charge was to be made. 
The left division, with its dismounted 
cavalry.and its wall ofinfantry, went forward 
at command with a rush, the artillery at its 
right flank. Again the firing was terrific, all 
three branches being engaged. These alter- 
nate attacks by infantry, cavalry, and artil- 
lery in echelon formation were repeated twice. 
The third charge by the divisions alternately 
caused the enemy to break and retreat in dis- 
order, Miles“ main line occupying the foe's 
position. Then the line broke into noise and 
smoke again and the retiring enemy’s retreat 
became a rout. It was another victory for 
our side.“ Then the various commands 
came about and slowly took up the march for 
the rear, when the different commands split 
up and were marched to camp.

THE PROPOSALS. 


Wright, Meysenberg, Sinclair & Carry Are 
the Lowest Bidders by $37,913—The 
Highest Figure Named Is $681,975, 
Against $477,717, That of the Firm 
Named- What the Section Is and an 
Iden of the Work te Be Done—The 
Bidders. 


Sealed proposals for the construction of 
Sec. 15 of the drainage canal were received 
and opened by the trustees of the sanitary 
district yesterday afternoon. Thirty-five 
firms, a majority of which were from Chicago, 
submitted bids and competition was close, 
until the estimate of Wright, Meysenberg, 
Sinclair, and Carry was announced. This 
clipped $37,913 off the lowest previous bid, 
and placed the figures at $477,717, causing 
a slight tumult among the hundred con- 
tractors who were gathered to watch the 
progress of the bidding. The highest bid was 
$681,975. The proposals, according to the 
specifications, weré made on the cost of ex- 
cavating a cubic yard for glacial drift and 
solid rock and also for building retaining 
walls. The bid of the successful contractors 
was: Glacial drift, 19 cents;-solid rock, 59 
cents; retaining walls, $2.35. The bid of 
Campbell, Dennis & Co., of Joliet, the 
next lowest, was: Glacial drift, 20 centg; 
solid rock, 60 cents; retaining walls, 
$2.65. Oa each class of work, See. 
15 will be the cheapest in the channel. The 
lowest figures for, which work is now being 
done are: Glacial drift, 23% cents: solid 
rock, 70 cents; retaining walls, $2.95.

Wholesale dealers 
here in almost all lines are reporting material 
improvement, They tind that the country 
orders vary widely geographically, that they 
are coming treely from portions of the coun- 
try where crops have been fair, and slowly 
from the places where the crops have béen a 
failure, but taken altogether the business is 
fully justifying the hopes which were so gen- 
erally held that the passage of the tariff bill 
would bring improvement to trade. There 
has not been the same degree of improve- 


«ment at the banks as is shown by the whole- 


sale trade, The condition» there 
are irregular. There is a slightly bet- 
ter demand for money at some banks, 
While others admit that the last few days have 
been really duller than has been the rule of late. 
Iron men are reporting a better inquiry and all 
along the line there are indications of coming 
industrial improvement. The actual improve- 
ment in business since the bill passed is enough 
to fully justify conservatively hopeful views re- 
garding better conditions to follow the ending of 
the tariff discussion. There is nothing to il di- 
cate any rapid return to activity, but it is evident 
enough now that there is a marked tendency to- 
ward improvement, and this is adding still more 
to the better tone of sentiment in business circles. 
Rumors were again put forward yesterday that 
the whisky trust had borrowed a large sum of 
money here. It was said that they had obtained 
$800,000 from a bank with which some promi- 
nent members of the trust are. connected. The 
statement was authoritatively denied. There is 
excellent reason, however, for believing that the 
trust did yesterday obtain a large sum of money, 
but it obtained it in New York. and not here. It 
seems likely that a syndicate of its friends in 
New York arranged to furnish the money for tak- 
ing from-bond several million gallons of spirits. 
Distillers’ stock was the feature of the New York 
tarket and showed material strength. One of the 
chief reasons that difficulty was met with in ob- 
taining money from the banks here was the lack 
oftime to fully. investigate the loan. If the 
roduct had been in Chicago, where Chicago 
ankers could keep their eye on it, it is probable 
that tho loan would have been much more easily 
made. Butinstead of that it was in the ware- 
houses owned by the trust at Peoria, and the 
time for looking over the sitdation carefully was 
— sport that the banks showed little interest in 
e loan. 


The strength of silver is attracting much at- 


tention in financial circles. Exchange on China 
and Japan again advanced sharply yesterday, the 
reason for that being the further strength shown 
in.the silver market. The advance in the price 
of silver is generally attributed to the fact that 
both China and Japan are to be heavy borrowers 
in the markets of the world and that the loan 
will, in large part at least. be made in silver, and 
the silver shipped to those countries. 

The stock market yesterday was but a repeti- 
tion of what it has been for number of days, at- 
tention being devoted almost exclusively to West 
Chicago Street railroad stock. 2 in that 
stock even had in it little of interest. he open- 


ing quotation was 127½ and after an advance to 


128 the stock closed just whereit opened. There 
were suspicions of matched orders and wash 
trades, and taken altogether the day’s businces 
had little in it that was of real significance. There 
is apparently no abatement in the supply of ‘the 
stock. itis offered one day by one large house 
and the next by some other. But it seems to 
come out in an endless stream. At the same time 
it is all taken and no one knows just where it goes. 
The public certainly is not in the market to any 
great extent and the room traders are also in- 
clined to hold off. But in spite of some one 
buys a considerable quantity of West Side stock 
every day. It is not impossible that the same 
people who are selling are also buying, and that 
the whole outward appearance of the market at 
present is deveptive. 

Street railway traffic is said to be sho con- 
siderable improvement. The business of the 
North Shore Electric is remarkably satisfactory 
and the business of allthe roads is showing a 
less sharp decrease than it did earlier in the year, 
Comparisons with last year of course are still ex- 
ceedingly unfavorable, for a year ago we were in 
the height of the World's Fair season, but com- 

risons with 1892 are better than they have 

en for some time. 

A feature of the market was trading in Alley L 
extension 5s. Qn the morning call $53,000 of 
those bonds were sold at 30. Adsit was the buyer 
and Chapin the seller. Now that Mr. Haves is 
here in consultation with elevated railroad offi- 
cialis there is revival of down-town loop talk. 
The matter is unquestionably being considered 
with much earnestness and it is still possible that 
some plan will be evolved which will be feasible. 
It is stated officially that the Alley road will pos- 
itively be able to take care of all maturing inter- 
est charges this year, but the future beyond 1894 
is anything but clear. There has recently been 
another reduction of wages by the company. 

There have been some recent sales of Hyde 
Park Mutua! Fuel Gas stock at 116. A consid- 
erable part of this stock is represented by trus- 
tees’ certificates, and itisthe certificates issued 
by those trustees, who control a majority of the 
stock, that frequently pass as a delivery. The 
fact that the controlling interest has been in the 
hands of trustees so that it could not be readily 
absorbed by the gas trust kas of course been gen- 
erally known, but the brokers are occasionally 
surprised to find these trustees’ certificates dé- 
livered to them instead of stock certificates of 
the company. 

The percentage of the small notes in circula- 
tion is now considerably less thanit was a year 
ago, standing at less than 72 per cent against 78 
per cent last year. Treasury officials argue that 
in consequence the currency movement toward 
the interior will be heavy this year. The move- 
ment up to the present time, however, does not 
bear out that supposition. F 

The crop reports that are being compiled by 
the First National Bank will embrace informa- 
tion from about 250 points in lowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, and Nebraska.

BRENNAN WILL PROBE THE CASE. 


Winslow Says Guniock Was Not Intoxi- 
cated the Afternoon of his Arrest. 

Chief of Police Brennan said yesterday he 
was far from satisfied with the investigation 
and report made by Capt. Kane of the Des- 
plaines Street Station on the complaint made 
by Mrs. Nettie E. Gunlock, No. 1183 Wash- 
ington boulevard, relative to the alleged loss 
of jewelry belonging to her husband while he 
was a prisoner at that station. The Chief 
further said he would proceed at once to 
probe the affair to the bottom. Facts con- 
cerning the case published in Tue TrRIsune 
let in new light to the Chief and his comment 
was: ‘** Iam iooking for some scalpsin this 
case, and if it can be proved that any of Mr. 
Gunlock’s jewelry was stolen at the station I 
will have all the scalps the owners of which 
are concerned. I have neither dropped nor 
overlooked the case. The Chief then men- 
tioned the fact that Mrs. Gunlock had re- 
ported Capt. Kane as saying there were some 
dishonest men in his command whom he 
would not tryst out of his eight. 

Inspector Lewis, who was present when the 
remark was alleged to have been made,”’ said 
the Chief, denies positively that any such 
remark was made. If I believed Capt. Kane 
had made the remark I would make him 
prove the truth of it or I would discharge 
him. 

In speaking of the case and with reference 
to the condition of Mr. Gunlock when he was 
brought into the Station Inspector Lewis had 
stated that the officers who saw Mr. Gunlock 
at that time were ull of the opinion Gunlock 
was under the influence of liquor, or, as they 
phrased. it, crazy drunk.“ This charge is 
denied by at least one person who saw Mr. 
Gunlock an hour before he was taken to the 
station.

INNING FOR PULLMAN. 


STRIKE INVESTIGATION OUT SHORT 
BY LAOK OF WITNESSES. 


Employers and Railroad People Invited to 
furnish the Testimony Before the La- 
bor Commisslon- F. W. T. Glover 
Praises the Houses at Pullman—Testi- 
mony of a Newsdealer=Some Apologists 
for the Strikers=Old Employe Tells His 
Story—Chief Swenie to Testify Today. 


The Labor Commission proceedings were 
cut short yesterday on account of a lack of 
witnesses. One hour was wasted in the fore- 
noon for this reason and then commission ad- 
journed at 3 o’clock instead of 4 o’clock, the 
usual hour, and the same excuse was given. 
Five subpoenas have been served since the 
proceedings were first begun and theee were 
upon strikers at Pullman too poor to attend 
the commission without the customary fee 
being advanced, and their testimony was all 
given Saturday and Monday. 

Yesterday was the first day the employers 
have had a.chance to be heard. Before the 
proceeding; commenced Mr, Wright, Chair- 
man of the commission, addressed the audi- 
ence, He said: 

**T would like to say to the people assem- 
bled that the commission has now heard all 


which have been suggested to us by the Amer- 
ican Railway Union. Some of the witnesses 
have been invited by the Commission to be 
here and some were suggested by the Ameri- 
ean Railway Union. The commission will 
now proceed to hear witnesses suggested by 
the employers. We shall do the same with 
the employers as we did with the employés. 
We invite the railroad people and employers 
to furnish the witnesses they wish heard, and 
we have invited several witnesses from the 
Town of Pullman to come before us this 
morning.” 
Praise for Pullman Houses. 


After Mr. Wright had finished Frank W. T. 
Glover, a real estate man residing at No. 336 
Mithigan avenue, was called. 

He said he was not familiar with the value 
of real estate at Pullman but he knew the 
value of real estate at Kensington. He did 
not know whether he appeared for the Pull- 
man company or not. e was approached 
on a train by a large real estate owner in 
Kensington and asked to appear before the 
commission. He said the rentai of the houses 
at Pullman was cheaper than those of his own 
at Kensington. 

»I have ’six-room houses in Kensington,“ 
he said, which rent for $12 a month, and 
from what I can see from the outside of the 
Pullman houses of the same size I think they 
are worth $17 or $18 a month and they are 
cheap at that. We have no sewerage at Kens- 
ington and I understand the Puliman houses 
have good sewerage. I have never been in 
the houses and can only speak from what 1 
have seen from the outside. When a tenant 
leaves the Pullman houses and comes 
to rent of me he has invariably said 
he had a beautiful home while he was 
in Pullman. The Pullman property is 
also kept in good repair, while in Kensington 
the houses are not repaired. I have foriy or 
fifty employés of the Pullman company who 
have bought property from meand who are 
paying on the lots by agreement, and these 
always report in certain seasons of the year 
that they are not able to pay as much as they 
agreed to. This last winter men reported to 
me they could only work three days a week. 
This is hearsay from these employés. Ina 
number of cases they also reported that they 
had a cut in their wages. 

Has there been any reduction in rents in 
Kensington during the hard times?“ asked 
Mr. Kernan. 

No, sir.“ 

Do you know of any objection on the part 
of the Pullman company having their tenants 
rent houses at Kensington or other places“ 

Weil. in seven years I have only known 
those who have not been able to pay their 
rents to make such a claim. They claimed 
on account of living away from Puilman they 
could not get work. 

Mr. Glover said he considered the improve- 
ments and sewerage of Pullman rendered the 
houses worth $7 or $8 more than in sur- 
rounding places where these improtements 
did not exist. 

Dissatisfied by Lack of Work. 


Paul H. Hermes, a news and stationery deal- 
er at Pullman, testified that there was a great 
deal of dissatisfaction at Pullman before the 
strike, as the men did not have steady work. 
He said he had worked fur the Pullman com- 
pany for six years previous to his starting in 
business for himself, and said he never had 
any reason to tind any fault with the com- 
pany. One of the causes of the strike, he sifid 
was, that the men had only two or three days 
work a week and the reduction of wages. He 
rented a store and a house from the Pullman 

company. The house faces on a paved street 
and he paid $35 a month rent, and he did not 
think he couid procure such a residence as 
well located in the City of Chicago for the 
same money. He would not live in Kensing- 
ton on account of the disagreeable odor aris- 
ing from the sewage, which was carried away 
in open ditches. There were no houses, he 
said, in Kensington that would compare with 
the one he was renting except those owned by 
the people who lived in them. Speaking of 
the condition of the Pullman employés he 
said: 

„ think if some of the men had let whisky 
and beer alone they would not have been so 
hard up. A great many of the men drank 
heavily and did not save their wages, and as a 
consequence they are in destitute circum- 
stances. I have seen beer wagons come from 
Kensington nearly) ail day, and they would 
go up the back alleys and the employés would 
come out and get their cases of beer. The 
saloonkeepers at Kensington have grown rich 
off the employés of the Pullman company. I 
know of many of .the good sober employés 
buying their own homes, in which they now 
live.“ 

Under the cross- examination of Commis- 
sioner Kernan the wituess admitted the drink 
ing portion of the employés was but a small 
percentage of those at Pullman. 

It was shown in the examination of the next 
witness, L. H. Johnson, the hardware and 
furniture dealer at Pullman, that the Pull- 
man company, in consideration of a big rent, 
would not lease their stores to a competitor 
in the same line of business. Mr. Johnson 
said he had asked fora reduction in his rent 
some years ago and consequently the privi- 
lege was now denied him. 

Witness testified thathe paid $25 a month 
for a six-room house. Hedidn’t know any- 
thing about rents at Kensington and other 
places, but he was satisfied with the rent he 
paid. ¢ He was surprised when the employés 
decided to strike, but did not know anything 
about the reduction of wages. He has seen a 
great many of the employés go back and forth 
from Kensington after beer, out thought the 
men drank no more than employés in other 
manufacturing districts. He had frequently 
seen employés drunk. The men in general 
were temperate, but there were exceptions. 

Ha ve you any one in competition with you 
in your business in Pullman!“ asked Coin- 
missioner Kernan. 

„No, sir. 

„Or has the last witness? 

* No, sir.“ 

„% Does the Pullman compan 
restrict the stores in that way? 

„There was a time when they did, but I do 
not think they do now. That was years ago. 
I had an agreement with the company that 
they would not rent to other people in the 
same line of business, and at that time i paid 
more rent to the company. I paid $1,800 
for one store and $1,600 for another. I 
asked for a reduction and they cut the rent 
from $1,800 to $1,009 and $1,600 to $900. 
They made no change in the house rent. 
Under the terms of the lease either party can, 
by ten days’ notice, annul the conditions of 
the lease. 

„By ten days’ notice the company can com- 
pel you to move your stock from the store?“ 
asked Commissioner Kernan.

Apologists for the Strikers, 


A reporter for the Mail, William J. McKay, 
was the next witnése. He said during the 
strike he was assigned to the American Rail- 
way Union headquarters at Uhlich’s Hall, and 
while there heard speeches made by the lead- 
ers of the strike. In all these speeches they 
cautioned their followers to commit no overt 
— but to lend obedience to the law and 
order. 

Benjamin H. Atwell of the News said he 
was assigned to Blue Island, Pullman. and 
Grand Crosstng during the strike. He said 
the only acts of violence he noticed at Blue 
Island was when the United States Deputy 
Marshals attempted to make up a train.

At Pullman he found the strikers 
had appointed a committee to prevent any 
violence and had organized special police, and 
they had arrested two newspaper men because 
they had seen them buying cartridges for 
their revolvers. He was at Pullman at the 
time the cars were burned, and thought the 
strikers had nothing to do with the origin of 
the fire. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Atwell’s testimony 
the commission edjourned to 1:30 as the list 
of witnesses had been exhausted. . 

Testimony of an Old Employe. 

E. Lundgren, a carver who had worked for 
the Puilman company for thirteen years, was 
the first witness of the afternoon. 

„ have nothing against the Pullman com- 

any, he said, on account of wages. When 
. to work thirteen years ago we had 
good wages. Inside the works there are fore. 
men employed who have no mechanical skill 
and their mistakes operate against the men. 
The company knows nothing of this injustice 
or I am sure they would rectify it. From the 
decision of the foremen there was no appeal 
and no system for the hearing of grievances. 
In May, 1893, I could make by working over 
time $4 to $4.50 a day. In December they 
would not allow usto make over $2.25 a 
day, and then they sentacard around telli 
us we could not make over $1.90 a day. 
quit when the men went out, as there was no 
work. Iam now working for the company, I 
was a member of the American Rallway Un- 
ion,ebut when I went back to work 


would not have anything to do with the union. 
I pay $9.60 for rent ofa five-room flat and 
do not consider it exorbitant. My family 
consists of myself, ny wife, and my mother. 
A few days agoa man met my mother and 
told her they were going to kill me for going 
back to work. Idon’t know who the man 
was. It is seldom an employsé is seen under 
the influence. of liquor. During the strike 
the mien drank more than before and then I 
saw quite a few coming from Kensington half 
full.“ 

Assistant Fire Marshal John Fitzgerald, 
Chief of the Eleventh Battalion, testified as 
to the number of fires on railroad property 
during the strike excitement, His territory ex- 
tends from Thirty-ninth street south to Fifty- 
fifth street, and from State street west to the 
city limits. He said froin July 5 to July 8 
inclusive there were 147 cars, five switch 
shanties, six depots, eight towers, and one hay 
barn burned in his district; and July 3 and 4 
there were three cars burned, ail of the fires 
being of an incendiar origin. 80 far 
as he saw these res were started 
by youngsters and hood ums. He knew 
1 great many railroad men and 
did not think the fires were started by the 
men in the emrloy of the railroads or men 
on strike. Once at Forty-fifth street and 
the Fort Wayne railroad tracks two railruad 
men helped his men to pull a lead of hose in 
between the cars, and whenever he asked the 
railroad men for help he received it. Twice 
the hose was cut, but he did not believe by 
strikers. Hesawthe man cut it once and 


terfere. Marshal, Fitzgerald was never hin- 
dered by the strixers in any way in putting 
out the fires. Under ordinary circumstances 
the fires in the railroad yards would not aver- 
age more than fifteen to twenty a year. 


Story of Pullman Physician. 


Dr. John McLean, the physician for the 
Pullman company, who was charged with 
negiect by the Rev. Mr. Wiekham, was next 
called and he contradicted the testimony of 
that gentleman and declared it to be false. 
He is paid by the company and said he had 
charge of all the injured men at the plant. 
When a man was injured it was his duty to 
take charge of the employé at the time of the 
accident and until he had recovered without 
expense to the employé. If the company sent 
aninjured employé to a hospital the charges 
were defrayed by the Pullman company. 

The man referred to in the testimony of 
Mr. Wickhem,” he said, was brought into 
my office with his hand injured and we treated 
him. The man came to my office the next day 
and I attended to him. Iasked him to re- 
turn the next day and he did not do so., I 
saw him the following day and he said he had 
employed Dr. Rankin, and my services ended. 
While he was under my care 1 attended him 
to the best of my ability. The main cause of 
the strike was the depression of business and 
the consequent necessary reduction of wages. 
I know nothing about the cutting of wages or 
the wage scale at all. The complaints about 
the foreman came to light after the strike. 
I pay $65 ‘a month for my __resi- 
dence. The rents are probably higher 
in Pullman thao in adjoining towns, but 
the houses have better surronndmgs. The 
Sanitary condition of Puliman is better than 
the other neighboring towns. The death rate 
in Pullman is lower than in other localities. 
The habits of the peopie wili compare favora- 
bly with other people of the laboring kind. 
In communities of this nature there is always 
a good deal of drinking. Ionce saw eleven 
beer wagons at one time in Pullman deliver- 
ing beerto the men. I think all laboring 
people are affected by drinking and trouble is 
liable to some out of the use of intoxicants. 
I think that the use of liquor by the employés 
had a great deal todo with the cause of the 
strike. Iam not a prohibitionist and don’t 
think a man must necesarily go without 
liquor. I drink some myself and if I wanted 
a drink of whisky now I would take it. Dur- 
ing the time I have been with the company 
I have a record of 2,155 cases of personal in- 
juries sufficient to keep men from work two 
years. I have also treated 2,000 minor cases 
and the company has always paid the bills. 
The drug bilis against the Pullman company 
have amounted to $700 a year for the last ten 
years. Whenever the patients have needed 
treatment of a special nature they get it and 
the Pullman company pays for it.“

ployés?’’ queried Mr. Kernan.

BEGINSTOPAYITSTAX 


WHISKY TRUST NOW ACTIVELY 
WITHDRAWING PEORIA GooDs. 


Northern and Manhattan Distilleries Take 
Out Spirits, Deubling the Highest Col- 
lection Record in the DistricteThe 
Trust Receives Money and Makes a 
Heavy Deposit=Evidence That It Will 
Pay Out All of Its Goods on Time=New 
York People in Ignorance. 

Pzoria, III., Aug. 22.—[Special.]—The 
whisky trust ceased toying with speculators 
today long enough to commence the with- 
drawal of its immense amount of goods from 
the bonded warehouses in Peoria. The. rush 
which Collector Hunter has been anticipating 
for more than a week began early this after- 
noon and it is not believed it will end until 
Saturday. The collections today amounted 
to $531,921, or twice the largest collection 
in the history of the Peoria revenue district. 
All the goods were withdrawn from the 
Northern distillery, the smallest of the Peoria 
houses. Jacob Schwabacher, the manager of 
this house, appeared at the revenue office 
about 1 o’clock and gave the collector a 
check for $238,368 in full payment of the 
tax. The regauging at this house was 
completed more than a week ago, 
and the managers have been. waiting 
ever since for the trust to give the word to 
pay the tax. A considerable quantity was 
also withdrawn from the Manhattan distillery, 
at which Takamine has been engaged with 
his experiments for the last three years. It 
will require nearly $1,000,000 to pay the tax 
on the goods stored at the Manhattan. To- 
day three checks were given by them to the 
collector, the last one being for $170,000. 
The aggregate amount from this house was 
$238,000, the remaining collections being 
distributed among other houses. 

Vice-President Beggs had no information 
further than the company had commenced 
the withdrawal of its goods. He was asked 
concerning the $5,000,000 loan. He had no 
information. He said the trust had secured 
money, and that was all there was toit. Mr. 
Beggs was asked concerning the conditions 
for tomorrow but was usually non-committal. 

Nothing has been withdrawn from the 
bonded warehouses in Pekin. Withdrawals 
may be commenced tomorrow, though this is 
by no means certain. The whisky trust to- 
day deposited with the German-American 
National Bank of this city. through which it 
does its business, $1,084,190, nearly half of 
which amount was expended in taxpaying, 
but leaving it a surplus of more than half a 
million still in the bank. The collector de- 
posited at the bank today and the total de- 
posits in the neighborhood of $2,000,000 
makes the biggest day forthe bank. It is 
stated from an authoritative source that the 
money deposited today was secured in nu- 
merous loans from wealthy individuals and 
from banks, It is also said that today 
the trust has been receiving offers of loans 
from different parts of the country, and that 
numerous telegrams have been received by 
both the German-American National Bank 
and the trust officials, All these telegrams are 
answered, and even if the big loan in New 
York is not perfected considerable money will 
be secured in the West. 

The first deal which President Greenhut was 
endeavoring to negotiate in New York has 
been abandoned, so it is given out today. 
Efforts were made to secure the 
money from a trust company. 
President Greenhut has taken a new tack and 
is figuring with New York parties with excel- 
lent chances of success. Parties expect to re- 
ceive word certainly by tomorrow that the 
arrangements have been perfected and the 
money sent. Distillers, however, are of a 
different opinion. They think the trust has 
had the money all the time but has not been 
disposed to use it. The stock today com- 
menced advancing, and it is believed the of- 
ffcials concluded it was time to commence 
the payment. They now have three days in 
which to pay $4,500,000 and release their 
Peoria goods from bond. 

NO SIGN OF THE WHISKY TRUST LOAN. 
President Greenhut Tears About Wall 
Street, but Says Nothing. 

New York, Aug. 22.—[Special.]|—The ef- 
forts of officers ot the whisky trust to borrow 
several million dollars with which to release 
their large accumulation of whisky from the 
United States bonded warehouses before the 
increased tax on that commodity goes into 
effect, excited much interest in the neighbor- 
hood of Wali street today. New York bank- 
ers were loath to believe the reports from the 
West that President Greenhut and his asso- 
ciates had succeeded in raising $5,000,000. 
Not one of the prominent down-town 
banks would admit any knowledge of 
or participation in such a loan. Presi- 
dent Greenhut and two or three other men 
prominently identified with the trust were 
seen in and about Wall street at intervals, but 
their movements were apparently as carefully 
guarded as were their tongues. One story 
credited Russell Sage with having loaned to 
the trust anywhere from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000. Mr. Sage is known to have re- 
marked not long ago that he had no money 
to lend on whisky. He, however, intimated 
he might lend some money on notes well in- 
8 The whisky trust people, as the story 
goes, quickly prepared the notes, but at the 
last moment their responsible indorser failed 
them and they got no money from Mr. Sage. 


Shufeldt Distillery Is Shut Down. 

The Shufeldt distillery was shut down yester- 
day in accordance with the notice given by the 
whisky trust. The doors of the furnaces were 
sealed by the internal revenue officers and the 
machinery detached, while the keys of the place 
were given to Collector Mize as the law directs. 
There is now but one ae operation in 
Chicago and that is the one at Riverdale, which 
is running at a capacity of but 700 bushelsa 
day. Collector Mize bas laid off four of the 
eight government storekeepers among his em- 
ployés and he will also suspend five gaugers on 
account of the closing of the distillery.

MACVEAGH’S OPPORTUNITY. 
Mr. MacVeagh, the Democratic candidate 


for the United States Senate, has returned to 
the city and is about toopen his campaign. 
He is going to make speeches in all parts of 


the State and let the voters know just what he 


thinks about the important questions of the 
day. The most important of these concerns 
the stability and the purchasing power of the 
money of the country. 

The delegates to the convention which 
nominated Mr. MacVeagh adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution relating to this question: 


‘They again declare their loyalty to that time- 
honored principle of the Democratic party 
which favors honest money, the gold and silver 
coinage provided by the Constitution of the 
United States, and acurreucy convertible in such 
coinage without loss to the holder. They inst 
that justice to all citizens requires a strict ad- 
herence to this Democratic principle, and they 
demand that the government shall spare no ef- 
fort to bring about a proper ratio between the 
values of gold and silver, so that parity may be 


‘maintained between the two metals and all 


mints thrown open to free coinage. 

In his brief speech of acceptance Mr. Mac- 
Veagh indorsed the platform in general 
terms, spoke of himself as a bimetallist of 
the bimetallists, and promised that when 
the proper time came he would state his 
views more fully and let the people know just 
what was:meant by the rather vague expres- 
sion a bimetallist of the bimetallists. For 
not all who call themselves bimetallists are 
such. 

As the party to which Mr. MacVeagh now 
belongs is notable for the large number of 
rotten money men in its ranks in this as well 
as in other States—for the Democrats of 
Egypt are notoriously unsound on the silver 
question—Mr. MacVeagh ought, in 
speech with which he will open his campaign, 
and in all other speeches wherever delivered, 
to hold aloft the banner of honest money, and 
urge the Democrats to rally round it. He 
ought to explain in language teo clear to be 
misunderstood the dangerotis aims of the 
free silverites, and expose remorselessly their 
falsehoods and their fallacies. He should tell 
the truth concerning them, even if it does 
hurt their feelings. 

He should point out the falsehood of their 
continual outcry that silver has been de- 
monetized ’’ and show that nota single one 
of the silver dollars of the Uflited States, the 
coinage of which was begun more than a 
century ago, has ever been ‘‘demonetized ” 
or deprived of its legal tender or purchasing 
power. He should show that those who howl 


about the demonetization of silver are the 


very men who are trying to semi-demonetize 
it by stripping every silver dollar—and all the 
paper money—of half its purchasing power, 
so that the value of every dollar now in. the 
hands of the workingman or put by himina 
savings bank or a building and loan associa- 
tion or invested in life insurance will be cut 
down one-haif or more. 

He should dwell on the fact set forth tersely 
in the national platform of his party, that 
„the laboring classes are the first and most 
defenseless victims of unstable money and a 
fluctuating currency. Hecan quote if he 
pleases from the statements of Tilden and 
other unimpeachable Democrats to show that 
whena currency depreciates the wage-worker 
always gets the worst of 1t, because while the 
prices of goods are raised enough to allow for 
that depreciation, his wages never are, so that 
if there is a drop to 50-cent dollars. he will 
have to pay two dollars where he used to pay 
one, but he will not get two dollars where he 
used to get one. He may get $1.50 or $1.75, 
but he never gets $2. 

Then MacVeagh should tell the wage- 
workers that the Populists and the free 
silverites who call themselves Democrats— 
those wolves in sheep’s clothing of whom 
there are so many in the Democratic feld 
are trying to substitute for a stable, certain 
currency an unstable one by which the wage- 
workers will be the chiefest sufferers and that 
so-called labor leaders, who tell them that the 
cure for all their woes is the unlimited free 
coinage of 50-cent dollars are liars and de- 
ceivers and their worst enemies. 

Mr. MacVeagh can talk about the tariff if he 
wants to. But that is not as important a 
question at this moment as the silver one. 
The tariff law just passed is going to remain 
in force, practically unchanged, for more 
thantwo years. So Mr. MacVeagh should 
concentrate himself on these free silver 
cranks and knaves, whose dishonest ceaseless 
agitation injures the credit of the country 
abroad and works mischief at home. 

Mr. MacVeagh ought to find it easy to take 
this wise, bold stand. He used to belong to 
the Republican party, ninety-nine out ofevery 
hundred of whose members are for honest 
money. While he has gone over to the Demo. 
crats because he prefers free trade to ptotec- 
tion, he cannot so far have unrepublicani 


pered by the knowledge that the place is 
filled bya man who holds Republican doc- 
trines as far as money is concerned. And if 
Mr. MacVeagh is beaten he will have the 
comfort of knowing that he made a credit- 
able, fair fight; that he did good missionary 
work in the honest money cause, and helped 
to lift his party out of the sloughs of semi- 
repudiation and a depreciated currency in 
which so many of its members are wallowing 
up to the firm ground of a stable currency, 
and the unimpaired purchasing power of the 
hundreds of millions of American silver 
dollars. 
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DEBS’ THEORIES AND HIS PRACTICE. 

Debs stated very plainly to the strike com- 
mission what his theories are on the subject 
of capital and labor. He wants the first to be 
abolished and the second to work for the State 
instead of for private employers. He has no 
use for the lutter, whether as managers of rail- 
roads or of other corporations. He desires 
government ownership of railroads, to be fol- 
lowed up by the totai abolition of the wage 
system, of which he thinks the workingman 
is the vietim.“ He tongs for a “ codépera- 
tive commonwealth’’ where theoretically 
everybody owns everything and practically 
nobédy owns anything, with the exception of 
the labor bosses. 

So far as theories are concerned. Debs is a 
Socialist, though he declines to call himself 
one. He wants to do away with private man- 
agement and private ownership and confiscate 
all that intelligence and economy have suc. 
ceeded in accumulating. There are others 
who think as Debs does, but who differ from 
him in that they do not attempt to put their 
theories into practice. They preach their 
doctrines tothe people, but do not try to 
compel their adoption. They say they hope 
the time will come when the people will vo- 
untarily surrender their individuality and 
their property and take up their abode ina 
State poorhouse. 

The Anarchist shares the ewe of the So-

cialist, but has not his patience. He wants the 
new dispensation to begin at once, and he is 
ready to use force to introduceit. If the peo- 
ple will not change voluntarily the existing 
order of society bombs must be thrown at 
them till they do. It will be seen that Debs’ 
socialism is strongly tinged with anarchy. He 
is not satisfied with the private ownership of 
railroads, and is anxious that they should be 
the property of the government. Instead of 
advocating this change of ownership with 
tongue and pen and relying on pacific means 
to secure it, he became impatient. He de- 


erty in railroads with an anarchistic strike. 
He attempted to take twenty-three Chicago 
roads out of the hands of their owners by 
means of the American Railway Union he 
bossed. This was in violation of law. But 
he had an idea that he was stronger than the 
law, that his anarchistic strike would be a 
success, and that the worried and tormented 
people would turn to the government owner- 
ship of roads to put an end to the wars be- 
tween the owners and the American Railway 
Union, 

But the law was stronger than Debs thought 
it was, and his resort to the methods of un- 
archy was a failure. His action served to 
show, however, the thin partition between so- 
cialism and anarchy and how easy itis for a 
man who has disorganizing theories he thinks 
the world should adopt to resort to disorgan- 
izing methods to bring about their adoption. 
The Anarchist is merely a fearless; impatient 
Socialist. Debs has had so bad a scare that he 
has probably gotten over his impatience and 
will respect the rights of private ownership 
henceforth. 
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LYING ABOUT “ DEMONETIZATION.” 

Representative Crank Hartman of Montana 
has offered in the House resolutions for the 
free coinage of silver, which, with au address 
to the members of organized labor and all 
other producers and toilers throughout the 
United States, have been adopted by several 
lubor unions, The resolutions are as follows: 

We demand of the present Congress the imme- 
diate return to tne money of the Constitution as 
established by our fathers by restoring the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the present 
ratio of 16 to 1, the coins of both metals to be 
equally full legal tender for ali debts, public and 
private, as before the fraudulent demonotization 
of silver in 1873. 

We also condemn the increase of the national 
debt in the time of peace and the use of interpst- 
bearing bonds at any time. 

The signers of the address and resolutions 
are: 

J. W. Sovereign, Grand Master Workman, and 
John W. Hayes, Secretary and Treasurer 
Knights of Labor; Samuel Gompers, Presid 
the American Federation of Labor; Marion 
ler, President of the National Farmers’ Alli 
Henry H. Trenor, President, and P. J. Mee 
Secretary, of the Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners; P. M. Arthur, Chief of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers; C. A. Rolinson, Presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association; 
Frank Sargent, Grand Master Workman, and F. 
W. Arnold, Secretary and Treasurer, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen; and John 
McBride, President of the United Mine Workers 
of America. 

There was no demonetization of silver in 
1873 or at any other time. The United - 
States did not demonetize or take from any 
silver money then in existence any legal 
powers possessed by it. It simply stopped 
the coinage of silver dollars, deciding to add 
no more to those already in circulation. The 
German legislation of a year previously did 
not take away from the thalers in the hands 
ef the people the legal tender power of those 
thalers. The government stopped coining 
them, ceased to add to the number, and 
melted down some that were in hand, but 
there was no demonetization. So, when 
France stopped coining silver five-franc 
pieces and the other members of the 
Latin Union ceased tc add to the number 
of coins of that value, and when last 
year India stopped the coinage of silver 
rupees, there was no lessening of the lea! 
tender power of the silver coins already in 
circulation. If it be claimed that in this 
country the small legal tender quality given 
to the trade dollar was taken uway, it may be 
answered that these trade dollars had been 
issued for the special purposes of trade with 
China, and that the ‘retiring of them had 
nothing to do with the dollar containing 
37144 grains of pure silver, which has been a 
doliar for more than a century past. Neither 
did the repeal of the Sherman act take away 
any power from silver. This and other 
governments have stopped the further coin- 
age of legal tender silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 or 1514 to 1, but nothing has been done to 
strip of its legal tender quality any kind of 
silver coin already in circulation. 

So these men are making a. fraudulently 
false statement. They have signed their 
names to an allegation which is not true. 
They have used false words for the purpose of 
conveying a false impression and misleading 
the American people into believing a lie. 
They falsely charge the governments of the 
United States and other countries with having 
demonetized silver, while it is these fellows 
themselves who are trying to do that of which 
they wrongfully accuse others. That is, they 
deliberateiy propose to half demonetize it. 
They demand more silver dollars, coined at 
the ratio of 16.t0 1, with no provision for 
maintaining the parity, and they denounce all 
issues of bonds made to get gold for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the parity of the silver 
now in circulation. The result of the coinage 
they ask for would be to bring down the cur- 
rency of the country to less than half its 
present unit value, to take away half the buy- 
ing power of all the silver money now in the 
United States and of all the paper currency 
by making that redeemable only in silver. 
They want to have the buying power of the 
1.600 millions of silver and paper re- 
duced to less than 800 millions, and they ab- 
surdly offer this to the producers and toil- 
ers throughout the United States” as a 
change they are asked to hailas a cause of 
prosperity, 

It would be well for these fellows to pause 
long enough to ask tnemselves what there is 
to money except its buying power. If money 
will not buy things that are wanted of what 
use isthe money? The silver dollar is worth 
to the holder just what its purchasing power 
amounts to. If it would buy as much as 
could be purchased with ten gold dollars the 
silver dollar would be worth an eagle. At 
the present time it has a purchasing power 
equal to that of one gold dollar. The men 
who have signed the resolutions quoted pro- 
pose to take off half of this purchasing power, 
to make the dollar good for only half as 
much clothing, fuel, food, and house rent as 
it will buy now. What would it benefit the 
workingmen, whom those fellows pretend to 
represent, to cut away half the working value 
of every dollar they have in their pockets, of 
the billion and three-quarters of money they 
have on deposit in the savings banks, the 800 
millions invested by them in building and 
loan associations, the large sums paid for in 
life insurance, and the stipends which some 
of them receive as pensions? 

Tue Tunexx calls on these “labor lead- 
ers to explain their real motives for seeking 
to plunge into the depths of such a quagmire 
the producers and toilers of the United States. 
Are they blind leaders of the blind? Are they 
aware of the real objects of the folks who are 
at the back of ali this agitation for 50-cent 
dollars? Do they know that the rogues whose - 
tools they are have debts to pay, and want to 
be allowed to keep the property while paying 
less than they agreed to bay when they bor-

GEN. MILES AND THE GENERAL MAN- 
AGERS. 

When Debs was before the Strike Commis- 
sion early this week he spent considerable 
time in dilating on a silly yarn to the effect 
that when Gen. Miles arrived in this city he 
went at once to the headquarters of the Gen- 
eral Managers’, Association and had a con- 
sultation with its members. Debs said he as- 
sumed that story to be true because Gen. 
Miles had not denied it, and then proceeded 
to moralize to the effect that it was highly 
improper for him, as an officer of the Federal 
Government, to go to the general managers, 
who were a party to this controversy. It 
would have been just as proper for him to 
visit the headquarters of the American Rail- 
way Union and go into confidential com- 
It will be seen he 
cannet get rid of the idea that his law-break- 
ing boycott was merely ua controversy and 
that the General Goverament should not have 
„taken sides for or against the strike. 

It may gratify Debs to learn that Gen. 
Miles did not visit the general managers at 
any time. The following statement from 
army headquarters disposes of that story: 

The statement, as reported in the city papers, 
that Eugene V. Debs said to the Labor Commis- 
sion that Gen. Miles arrived in Chicago July 2, 
and that he repaired to the headquarters of the 
General Managers’ Association and had a con- 
sultation with the managers is wholly untrue. 
Gen. Miles was in Washington July 2. He left 
that city July 3, arrived in Chicago July 4 at 
noon, and went immediately to his own head- 
quarters, where he remeined attending to his 
official affairs. He did not at any time or on any 
day go to the headquarters of the general man- 
agers, and does not know where sucli association 
was located. He had no occasion to consult any 
one as to his official duty. The general man- 
agers, by letter or by personal request, appealed 
to Gen. Miles for protection, as did many other 
people when the strikers and mobs were looting 
and burning their property, assaulting and mur- 
dering their employés, and on such appeals pro- 
tection was offered. 

Gen. Miles was not sent here for the pur- 
pose of conferring with railroad mana- 
gers. and therefore he had no consultations 
with them. He was sent here by his com- 
manding officer, the President of the United 
States, simply for the purpose of enforcing 
orders of the United States courts issued to 
stop violations of United States laws. Those 
violations, continued in defiance of the man- 
dates of the courts, were stopping the trans- 
portation of the mails and inter-State com- 
merce, both of which are under the protec- 
tion of the General Government. Gen. Miles 
had received his orders before he came here, 
and knew percisely what to do. It was not 
necessary for him to confer with railroad 
managérs either jointly or severally. Had he 
done so the citizens of Chicago would have 
been surprised. They never believed he did. 
He repaired to his own headquarters on 
arrival and proceeded to execute his orders. 
He carried them out like a gallant soldier, 
and in a manner satisfactory to the President 
and to the entire community, with the ex- 
ception of the Debsites. But he was not sent 
here to please them. His mission was to free 
inter-State commerce from molestation and 
protect public rights. Incidentally he taught 
the Debsites that the laws of the country were 
supreme, and that courte must be obeyed. 
No-good citizen will find fault with what 
Gen. Miles has done or with the way in 
which he did it. Now that he has denied this 
silly story about this alleged conference it is 
to be hoped Debs and his assistants will quit 


repeating it. 
THE GOL 

Reports from the Eust indicate. that the 
National Treasury is * picking up,” the re- 
ceipts being larger than the current outgo, 
since it became reasonably certain the new 
tariff bill will become a law. But those re- 
ports do not show any gain in the gold re- 
serve other than the relatively small amount 
that comes from the mints. The customs 
duties are not being paid in gold, but in paper. 
The New York bankers furnish paper for the 
payment of duties, and retain whatever gold 
comes into their hands. They prefer holding 
it as legal reserve to paying it out to im- 
porters from whose hands it would find its 
way into the vaults of the Tyeasury. 

It now is too late to expect that Congress 
will actualize the recently made suggestion 
that importers be required to pay in golda 
stated percentage of the amount due for cus- 
toms. It, however, is possible that there will 
be a gain from interior trade during the next 
few months. The banks of the East will be 
called on for large amounts of money to go 
West and South, and correspondents will re- 
quest that a generous proportion of the remit- 
tances bein the shape of small bills. The 
banks hold a big total in legat tenders, but 
little of it is in notes of $10 or less, and if 
the banks apply to the Subtreasury for the 
small bills they may be required to 
furnish gold in exchange for them. Their 
willingness to respond to this demand, or to 
pay out gold to local customers, may be ex- 
pected to depend largely upon the general 
condition. If there be no further pressure 
for gold to go abroad, and if the silver mono- 
metallic monomaniacs would cease their in- 
sane agitation for a debasement of the cur- 
rency unit, there should be no good reason 
for the banks holding fast to their gold. 
They would let it out freely, as they have in 
past years when they saw no room to fear a 
run for it that might send the yellow metal to 
a premium. The silver monomaniacs really 
are the worst enemies of prosperity that the 
country has just now, because they strive to 
destroy the confidence in. the stability of pe- 


cuniary values which is essential to healthy 


business. * 


In a recent statement in behalf of some 
members of the Royal Commission on Labor 
the English Duke of Devonshire made the 
following points: The State cannot compel 
either individuals or bodies of men to enter 
into agreements and it cannot compel em- 
ployers to give employment or workmen todo 
work upon terms which they do not respective- 
ly accept. But in practice strikes and lock- 
outs are the assertion of these essential liber. 
ties on the part of the employers and work- 
men, at. d it is clear that the State cannot pro- 
hibit. acts of this kind and compel the parties 
to resort to tribunals of any sort instead, It 
seems impossible to him to make strikes or 
lockouts iliegal and punishable in any case, 
leaving out of consideration such exceptional 
cases as the army and navy or certain others 
provided for by legislation, where a sudden 
strike in breach of contract may involve act- 
ual danger to the public, Generaliy speaking, 
he says, it may be laid down that the State 
cannot compel parties to submit to arbitra. 
tion matters upon which they havea perfect 


right to choose their own line of action, and it 


canrot compel either employers or workmen 
to carry out by way of specific performance 
an award as to wages or other terms of serv. 
ice. For these reasons the Duke concludes 
with the Royal Commission of 1867 on trade

tration is practicable.”

II is stated in a Madrid dispatch that the 
moment the new United States tariff bili goes 
into effect the Minister of the Colonies pro- 
poses to ask the Spanish Government to de- 
nounce the existing treaty between Spain and 
the United States in regard to Cuba.“ This 
was to be expected. The treaty or agreement 
in question declares that because of the free 
admission of sugar, molasses, etc., into this 
country, and in reciprocity and compensa- 
tion therefor,” the Spanish Government will 
admit a large number of American products 
into Cuba and Puerto Rico duty free, and 
will reduce the duties on others. When the 
free admission of sugar ceases Spain will feel 
at liberty to reimpose the old prohibitory or 
nearly prohibitory duties on American proa- 
ucts. As a consequence a very profitable 
market will be closed to American farmers 
and manufacturers. But as it was Mr. Blaine 
who opened it the Democrats feel it their 
duty to close it.

CAIN WILL TAKE NO WAR MATERIAL, 


Fowling Pieces and Ammunition for Hong- 
kong Caused the Rumor. 

New York, Aug. 22.—[Special.]—It is said 
the British steamship Cain as yet has taken 
aboard no war material of any description 
for China or Japan, nor has any 
been purchased for its cargo. Barber & 
Co.'s. manager said the firm had no 
idea of. doing anything of the sort. 
The experience had with the Itata 
during the Chilean trouble. was 
alone sufficient to warn it of the danger. He 
said he supposed the rumor arose because a 
shipper bought from a dealer in this city 
fowling-pieces‘and ammunition to be shipped 
on the Cain, and they appearin the bill of 
lading as two tons of freight billed for deliv- 
ery at Hongkong. 

Wall street builion brokers today speaking 
of the silver question in connection with the 
war between China and Japan professed to 


know of no direct buying for China. They 


said in making prices they entirely followed 
the London market. Today's rise in silver 
was probably assisted by the introduction yes- 
terday by Mr. Johnson of North Dakota of a 
bill for the unlimited coinage of silver. The 
demand bas not been heavy during the last 
few days, and there was a disposition on the 
part of London to deal in futures on silver from 
which it was concluded the purchasing was 
not for immediate shipment on buying orders 
from China, but rather in expectation of an 
advance. At the New York agency of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai banking corporation 
it was said there had been some small buying 
for China, but the great bulk of the 
purchases were undoubtedly speculative. 
The recent Chinese loan of 10,000,000 taels, 
equal to $700,000, was a silver loan, butif a 
large war loan were issued it would likely be 
in gold. 

At the Presbyterian Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions today nothing could be learned of 
James Wylie, the Presbyterian missionary, 
who, according to a cablegram, died re- 
cently in China as the result of 
injuries received at the hands of Chinese sol- 
diers who were marching to Corea. At the 
Methodist Board of Foreign Missions it was 
said one of their missionaries, named Walley. 
had died a few days ago in China from nat- 
ural causes. 

Griascow, Aug. 22.—The Japanese Consul 
here has protested against the detention of 
the steamer Islam ordered by the Earl of 
Kimberly, Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, under the provisions of the foreign 
enlistment act. The Consul claims the Islam 
was not intended to be used as a cruiser, 


COREA DECLARES ITS INDEPENDENCE. 


King Denounces All Treaties with China 
and Invokes Japanese Aid. 

Tokio, Aug. 22.—It is officially announced 
thatJune 30 the King of Corea declared him- 
self independent of China and appealed to 
Japan to assist him in driving the Chinese 
from Asan. This, it is added, was done with 
the asssistance of the Corean troops. The 
official announcement also says the same day 
Corea denounced all treaties with China. 

[Yee Sung Soo, Acting Corean Minister to the 
United States, and his private secretary, Jarng 
Bong Whan, arrived in Chicago yesterday morn- 
ing on their way to Corea via San Francisco, 
having been recalled on account of the war. 
They were driven to the Auditorium, where the 
Minister retired to bea, baving been made slight- 
ly ill by the ride from Washington. The Secre- 
tary said he was not at liberty to give the cause 
of the Minister's instructions to return to Corea 
nor to discuss the position of his country in the 
war. Hedoubted the story that Corea had de- 
clared its independence of the Chinese suzerainty 
and appealed to Japan for aid. If Corea had cut 
loose from China its people were too proud to 
appeal to any other country for protection. 
He did not think the war would last long. 
The diplomats left for San Francisco at 10 p. m. 
They will sail for Corea by the first Pacific liner 
via Honolulu and Yokohama. R. Blankenburg 
of Philadelphia, who is at the Grand Pacific. 
has just returned from Japan. He said the war 
fever was intense when he left there two weeks 
ago, and the whole country was given up to prep- 
arations for the struggle with China.]

REPORTS ON THE FOREIGN EPIDEMICS. 


Russia Feels a Let-Up from Cholera and 
England from Smallpox. 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Aug. 22.—[Special.]— 
Two reports on European epidemics were 
promulgated by the Marine Hospital service 
this afternoon. Minister White at St. Peters- 
burg said the cholera showsa steady decrease. 
Whereas the number of deaths had reached 
100 a day they have been falling until they 
now stand at about 65, and while the entire 
number in the hospitals had risen to nearly 
900, it is now about 700. This is undoubt- 
edly due to the intelligence and vigor of the 
sanitary administration of the city. The 
disease is confined almost entirely to the 
lower ranks of the peasantry employed in 
the city and especially@upon the Neva 
and the canals. °* Grat Britain has 
been visited by an epidemic of small. 
pox. Surgeon Fairfax Irwin reports there 
has been a serious epidemic at St. Johns 
Wood, London. The number of patients on 
board the hospital ships Atlas and Endymion 
has jumped toa total of 200. It is under- 
stood the epidemic is under control. Dis- 


patches have been received from the Consuls 


at Koenigsborg and Cologne announcing the 
appearance of cholera at both places. 

AmsTerRDAM, Aug. 22.—Three fresh cases of 
cholera have been reported here. At 
Maestricht one new case of cholera and two 
deaths are announced, One fresh case is re- 
ported from Haerlem and at Kinderdick a 
death has occurred. 

Bunt, Aug. 22.—In Galicia Tuesday 
there were 185 new cases of cholera and 113 
deaths, and in Bukowina seventeen new cases 
and nine deaths. For the week ending at 
noon Aug. 20 there were thirty-two new cases 
of cholera and twenty-three deaths from that 
disease reported from different parts of the 
German Empire. The Prussian Government 
has ordered that the frontier between Upper 
Silesia and Russia be blocked to effectually 
exclude cholera. Travelers will be admitted 
at specific points after undergoing a medical 
examination.

The Republicans of Nebraska in convention 
represented deplore the disastrous results of the 
change in the licies of the National Gov- 
ernment, decreed by the people at a time when 
the mental balance of the country was tempo- 
rarily disturbed by the exhilaration of a long 
course of peace, ap ge and material prosper- 
ity and the clamor of demagogues and political 
quacks. and confidently appeal to the people of 
the State fora return to the conditions that ex- 
isted prior to the election of 1892. In view of 
the results of a year and 
a hal of Democratic rule we reaffirm 
with renewed faith and fervor the platform of 
the National Republican convention at Minne- 
apolis. We demand the restoration of the Amer- 
ican policy of protection and commercial recip- 
rocity with our sister republics of Mexico, Cen- 
tral and South America, and the governments of 
the West India Islands.

Ar- 
bitration should take the place of strikes and 
lockovts for settling labor disputes. The extirpa- 
tion of anarchy is essential to the self-preserva- 
tion of the nation, and we therefore favor the 
pending bill in Congress for the exclusion of 
Anarchists. We lieve that the industries of 
our State should be diversified to relieve the 
masses of the people from dependence upon one 
class of agricultural products subject to crop 
failure, and it being demonstra that the soil 
of this State is adapted to the production of 
sugar beets even in dry seasons, a source of in- 
caiculable wealth, we favor legislation that shall 
bring to our people its full realization.

LAKE SHIPPING NEWS. 


America Sinks the Schooner Cobb, 


SAULT Ste. Mani, Mich., Aug. 22.—The 
steamer America, bound up, collided with and 
sunk the schooner Ahira Cobb in the middie of 
Mud Lake. St. Mary’s River, thisafternoon. The 
force of the collision was heavy. The Cobb was 
struck forward of the forérigging on the port 
side and its planking is all started. So hard was 
the blow struck by the America's bow the 
opposite side of the schooner was bulged out. It 
sank in seventeen feet of water and its upper 
deck is just three feet out. Both the America 
and the Cobb were coal-laden and bound up. The 
Cobb was in tow of the steamer Gladstone, and 
the two were lying to in Mud Lake in a heavy 
fog. The Captain of the America claims he did 
not see the Cobb until it was too late to avoid 
the collision. The America proceeded on its way 
up and passed here at 3 o'clock. | 
|The schooner Ahira Cobb is owned by M. A. 
Bradley of Cleveland and was not insured. Its 
coal cargo was fully covered, of the total value 


83.000 being heid by C. A. Macdonald & Co. of 


this city. There is every probability of a lawsuit 
over the collision, and Charles E. Kremer, the 
admiralty lawyer, has been retained for the 
America. The America is commanded by Capt. 
James Gibson, who owned an interest in the 
steamer. He is one of the oldest steamboat men 
on the lakes, and has a reputation of being a care- 
ful master. Capt. Cyrus H. Sinclair, wrecking 
master for C. A. Macdonald & Co., was im- 
mediately dispatched to the scene of the wreck. |

OFF GOES HIS HEAD. 


MIOHAEL PHILBIN LOSES HI§ OITY 
HALL JOB WITH A RUSH. 


Mayor Hopkins Discharges Him on a Re- 
port That He Has Seen Stuffing the 
Payrolis in the Pipe Extension Depart- 
ment- Further Investigation Under Way, 
for There Are Indications That Deeper 
Trouble May Be Encountered=Men Who 
Draw Pay Without Doing Any Work. 


Charges of stuffing the pay-rolls of the city 
caused the discharge of Assistant Superin- 
tendent Michael Philbin of the Pipe Ex- 
tension Department of the city Water Office 
yesterday, and it is said a number of other 
discharges will follow today or soon. The 
action is the result of an investigation ordered 
by the Mayor two weeks ago and conducted 
by Deputy Commissioner Moody of the De- 
partment of Public Works. Two weeks ago 
political friends of the Mayor reported that it 
was common talk among the laborers on the 
pipe extension werk that Philbin was stuffing 
the pay-rolis and making a good thing out of 
an addition to his regular salary by putting 
the names of friends on the rolls and seeing 
that they were paid without doing any work 
whatever for the city. More specific charges 
were made that the names of two 
sons of Philbin were on the  pay-roll 
and that they never worked for the 
city and, in fact. did not appear 
with the other men when the pay wagon made 
its reguiar rounds. The money was drawn by 
Phiibin, it was claimed, and it never got far- 
ther than hisown handsso faras paying it 
over to other parties supposed to have done 
the work ia concerned. These statements 
were verified by Deputy Moody. It wasalso 
found that a son-in-law of Philbin drewa 
mofthly salary from the city. Whether he 
did any work for the city or not is-still being 
investigated. The investigation of Philbin’s 
work is still being carried on, as it is believed 
that other cases similar to those for which he 
was discharged can be fuund, and the Mayor 
desires that a vigorous search be made to pre- 
vent further connivance of this sort and te 
cut off all men who draw salaries from the 
City Treasury and perform no work jn return. 
William Dorman,a brother of the Tenth 
Ward Alderman of the same name, is charged 
with the same sort of work for which Philbin 
was discharged, but alleged mitigating cir- 
cumstances are said to have saved his official 
head. It was also found that the overtime 
charges of many of the men in this depart- 
ment have been stuffed, and that considerable

If he determined to 
let the bill become a law without putting his 
signature to it he might just as well have re- 
mained at Gray Gables fishing, for the pre- 
scribed time limit will not expire until next 
Monday at midnight.

BRISK SALES OF WOOL IN ENGLAND. 


The New Tariff Bill Delights the Hearts 
of British Sheep Raisers. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 22.—The antici- 
pated enactment of the new tariff bill has 
affected the wool market in England, accord- 
ing to the report to the State Department 
from United States Consul Meeker at Brad- 
ford. It has caused quicker sales than ever 
known before, buyers bemg eager to antici- 
pate a brisk demand from the United States 
and farmers anxious to turn their fleeces 
into ready money because of the depression. 
The prices showed an average advance of from 
4¢@1 cent a pound over last year. also caused 
by the tariff bill changes, as the consumption 
of the home trade did not -warrant the ad- 
vance, 


GREAT CARE TAKEN OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Detectives and Policemen Figure Promi- 
nently in His Guard at Jersey City. 
New York, Aug. 22.—|(|Special.|—An ex- 
cessively portly person in gray, wearing a 
soft hat, stepped from the lighthouse tender 
John D. Rogers at the Adams docks, Jersey 
City, about ten minutes after 3 this after- 
#oon. The wharf hands stared at the Presi- 
dent and some ofthem took off their caps. 
As the Presidential line, headed by the wharf 
policemen, stepped forward, every foot was 
raised at the same time and it was like a lock- 
step march. The reporters fell in behind the 
detectives, the wharf hands in behind the re- 
porters, and forward all went in silence, 
stepping in perfect time. If there is anything 
physical the matter with the President his 
walk did not show it. The procession turned 
off the Adams docks and into the Pennsyl- 
vania Station. People waiting on the stair- 
way to inspect the President did not know of 
the underground route, used only for freight 
and very great people. An official pointed 
silently to it. The line wheeled to the right 
and marched straight toward the tunnel. ‘I'he 
President and his friends marched in. Then 
the two policemen fell behind the line until 
the ends of their clubs met, forming a com- 
plete barrier and shutting off all the rest of 
the procession. When he was safe in 
the tunnel the President turned slightly and 
gianced back. A faint smile that lighted his 
eyes and curied his mouth said plainiy: This 
is the best bit of comedy I have seen in a long 
time.“ From the boat to the ena of the tunnel, 
nearly a quarter of a mile, never a word was 
spoken. When the President and his party 
shot up by elevator from the tunnel into the 
railroad sta‘ion he found Secretary Lamont 
standing by the elevator waiting. The private 
car of President Roberts had been sent over 
from Philadelphia for the President’s use. 
The Congressional limited pulled out at 3:32, 
and the President was on his way to Washing- 
ton.

Grain Prices to Be Affected by Comple- 
tion ofa Siberian Railroad, 


Wasmxorox, D. C., Aug. 22.—United States 
Consul-General Jonas at St. Petersburg in a re- 
port points to the fact that the early completion 
of the Siberian railroad is likely to have a de- 
pressing effect upon the prices of grain through- 
out the world. No reliable estimate can be 
formed of the probable export of Siberian grain 
to Europe bythis road ; one rough estimate placing 
it at 6,000,000 .bushels for the West Siberian 
sideis regarded as decidedly too low. More- 
over, the completion of the road is expected 
groatly to stimulate the planting of grain in the 

lack soil belt, famous for its fertility. In 1889 
the Siberian Government produced a surplus of 
30,000,000 bushels of grain. To lessen the de- 
pressing effect upon the local St. Petersburg 
market of the ex ted in-rush of Siberian 
wheat a new outlet is being provided by a line of 
railroad from Perm, already connected with 
Western Siberia, to Kotlas, on the Dwina River, 
offering an easy way to Archangel on the White 
Sea, whence the wheat can be exported to other 
European countries.

Wasuincror, D. C., Aug. 22.—[Special. ]— 
The importance of the Anarchist bill now be- 
fore the House and the urgency of its passage 
are clearly shown by the following interview 
with Herman Stump, Commissioner of Immi- 
gration: The United States promises to be. 
come the dumping-ground of Europe,“ said 
Col. Stump. It is almost imperative that a 
law should be passed at this session of Con- 
gress prohibiting alien Anarchists landing at 
any port of the United States. They are gen- 
erally men who repudiate all law, all govern- 
ment, and practically proclaim themselves 
the enemies of mankind. We receive advices 
daily at the bureau from our Consuls in Eu- 
rope, as well as the European governments 
themselves, to the effect that large numbers 
of Anarchists are making a bee line for the 
United States. 1 have just received informa- 
tion that some four or five hundred An- 
archists, representing the scum of the conti- 
nent, left one of the German ports bound for 
Hull, and from there they will cross either to 


Liverpool or Southampton and take passage | 


for America. They certainly will notte Kept 
in England, for > sh Goverument has 


only to issue the orders and they are deported 


without trial. 5

The French Government has been sending 
me of late accurate descriptions of hundreds 
of Anarchists that have been expelled from 
France as enemies to public safety. Like- 
wise Iam advised from other sources that 
these political pests are fleeing from all the 
other countries of Europe, having been driven 
out by the authorities, and are heading for 
America. These advices come in every mail. 
I am no alarmist, but something ought to be 
done immediately, or we shall have serious 
trouble in the near future. It is absolutely 
necessary some legislation should be taken 
by Congress at once. so that these people do 
not find an asylum in American territory. 
An Anarchist that has been.expelled from 
European territory can be treated as a crim- 
inal, if we can catch him before he lands. 
But we cannot always do this. Take, for ex- 


the case of Mowbray. I see that he mare. 


he had been convicted in England. Had 
known this before he landed I could have pre- 
vented him from putting a foot on our terri- 
tory. But now that he is here the present law 
just falls so far short that Il cannot deport 
him. In other words, I can stop Apvarchists 
before they get here if I know who they are 
in time; but once in we cannot reach them. 
And that is what the proposed alien Anarchist 
bill proposes todo. It is no innovatioa on 
the present law. but merely puts the word 
‘Anarchist’ in it. We have the requisite pro- 
visions under the contract labor law and ail 
that is necessary is to extend them. The pre- 
sent law, Sec. 2, says: Any alien who shall 
come into the United States may be returned 
as by law provided,’ but the law has not pro- 
vided a mode for his return. No one will 
serve a writ.“

The charge against the alien Anarchist bill 
that it is faulty as regards the definition of 
anarchy has some foundation in fact. The 
other day a Senator from the West, who is 
heartily in favor of the passage of Senator 
Hill's measure, showed the latter a paragraph 
from a letter which purported to have been 
written by a Professor in one of the Eastern 
colleges.

REVENUE RECEIPTS DAILY INCREASING 


They Have Aggregated Over $11,000,000 
During the Last Seven Days. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Aug. 22.—Receipts 
from internal revenue sources continue to be 
abnormally large, with every prospect of con- 
tinuing so until the new tariff bill goes into 
effect. During the last seven working days 
from Aug. 15 the receipts have reached the 
unprecedented sum of $11,000,122, and it is 
confidently expected that by next Saturday 
night at midnight, when the new act will 
become operative, the aggregate receipts 
for the preceding ten days will 
have reached $15,000,000. These large 
receipts, under the circumstances, are depre- 
cated by the Treasury officials, who liken the 
situation to that of the poor men paying 10 
per cent per month for money upon which 
they live. The reason for this is that the aid 
that comes to the Treasury in this way is 
only temporary at best and will only add to 
the embarrassment later on, for on every gal- 
lon of whisky now being withdrawn the gov- 
ernment sooner or later is bound to lose 20 
cents. As soon as the tariff bill goes into 
operation the receipts from this source are 
expected to drop down toa merely nominal 
amount and so contiaue some mont 
the great supply now being lait in is exhausted. 
These abnormatty large receipts have swelled 
sh balances in the Treasury to nearly 
5121.000,000. At the same time the gold 
reserve is slowly increasing uatil it has now 
reached about $54,000,000. This increase 
is due alnfost entirely to the Western demand 
for small notes with which to harvest the 
crops. Under the terms of the special circu- 
lar issued by the United States Treasury in 
June last small notes were exchanged only 
for gold and very substantial sums are now 
being received daily from this source. The 
demand forsmall notes has not yet set in 
from the South, but the movement of cotton 
now beginning is expected to bring in consid- 
erable sums of gold, so that for the present at 
least the embarrassments which have threat- 
ened the Treasury have passed by.

When a Quorum Is Secured, However, No 
Pubtic Business Is Transacted. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 22.—There were 
just twenty-one Senators present today when 
the Vice-President called the Senate to order. 
The deficiency bill was received from the 
House, signed by the Speaker, and the Vice- 


President immediately attached his signature. 


The absence of a quorum was immediately 
pointed out by Mr. Aldrich (Rep., R. I.), and 
only thirty-three Senators answered the roll- 
call—eleven less than a quorum. 

A consultation was immediately held among 
the Democratic Senators, Mr, Blackburn 
(Dem., Ky.) urging that the absentees might 
as well be sent for today as tomorrow. The 
decision of this impromptu caucus seemed to 
be in the same line, as Mr. Harris (Dem., 
Tenn.) moved the Sergeant-at- Arms be direct- 
ed to request the presence of absent Senators, 
which was agreed to.

POLITICAL SANDBAGGING IS ALLEGED. 


The President to Be Asked to Remove Ke- 
corder of Deeds Taylof. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.—The Civil 
Service Commission has been investigating 
for some time the charges that J. H. Taylor, 
Recorder of Deeds of the District of Colum- 
bia, has been soliciting campaign funds from 
the government employés, and will, within a 
few days, submit a report to the President 
on the matter, which report, it is said, 
will recommend Taylor’s removal from office, 
The trouble in which Mr. Taylor is involved 
are letters bearing his signature as an officer 
of the Negro Democratic League usking 
negro department employés to call at his 
office or at the headquarters of the league on 
business of importance. The commission 
asked Taylor fora statement and today he 
appeared, arguing in his own behalf and in 
explanation of his connection with the affair. 
Taylor was appointed Recorder of Deeds by 
President Cleveland. He comes from Kan- 
eas City and his confirmation was procured 
only after a stubborn fight in the Senate. 


Worked Hard for His Office. 


Taylor haunted the White House until he 
got his office. Asa dark-skinned Frank Law- 
ler he wasa complete success. He needed 
the place, for before it came to him he had 
worn out his shoes on the asphalt pavements 
of Washington, and looked for all the world 
like the Minister to Dahomey in Hoyt’s play 
„% A Texas Steer.“ When once in office, how- 
ever, the meek lamb froin Kansas changed its 
tactics entirely. He allowed himself to be 
used by a shady colored political club which 
was sending out circulars demanding cam- 
paign contributions from colored men in office. 
Taylor says the Democrats secretly are anx- 
ious to get rid of him and are 1 they ever 
recognized the colored people in his own ro- 
tund person. It is all very easy,“ he says, 
for the Civil Service Commission to inves- 
tigate a poor colored man. They can make 
no defense and must bear whatever oppres- 
sion is cast upon him.

Wasuinertonr, D. C., Aug. 22.—In a report 
upon the German hopcrop of this year United 
States Consul Agent Stern at Bamberg says 
if no unforeseen conditions arise the harvest, 
as far as the area cultivated in Bavaria is con- 
cerned, will prove equal to the yield of the 
most favorable hop years. The hop dealers 
of Bamberg, one of the most important of 
German markets, anticipate unusually low 
prices,.and the custom of the German hop 
producers to create -an unjustifiable rise in 
prices by predicting a short yield cannot be 
successfully put in practice this year. In 
consequence American hops, used in Ger- 
many last year on account of a poor yield and 
exorbitant prices there, will find few if any 
buyers in Germany this year; but on the 
other hand it is said in well-informed circles 
they will be purchased to a considerable ex-
